It  is  the  novelty  of  the  thing 
that  has  thus  far  been  its  chief  attrac- 
tion ;  but  this  is  a  feature  that  is  certain 
to  wear  off  in  a  vear  or  two  more. 


Among  many  other  good  things  in  old 
Massachusetts  is  a  Home  for  Intemper- 
ate Women.  It  takes  women  from  the 
lockup  and  from  the  criminal  courts 
and  the  streets :  it  takes  them  madly, 
stupidly,  chronically  drunk,  and  so  dirty 
and  degraded  that  the  spark  of  humanity 
seems  to  have  gone  out  in  them ;  and 
yet,  by  good  physical  care  for  from 
three  to  six  months,  and  by  lifting 
again  tenderly  the  bedraggled  souls 
which  are  in  them,  the  home  puts  them 
upon  an  entirely  new  plane  of  hope- 
fulness and  self-respecting  womanhootl. 
The  matron  in  charge  reports  that  thej 
are  constantly  coming  back,  after  they 
Iiave  left  her.  to  tell  her  what  a  debt  of 
gratitude  they  feel  that  they  owe  her. 
Of  143  patients  who  loft  the  home  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  April  1,  1884,  only 
eleven  were  discharged  as  hopelesA,  i 
while  forty-three  were  sent  to  situa-

.iiiVery  year  many  farmers  become 
1  tired  of  raising  grain  for  the  market 
and  re.-<olve  to  engage  in  the  business 
of  producing  milk.  They  read  of  the 
large  protit  others  realize  from  cows 
and  conclude  that  it  would  be  policy 
for  them  to  devote  their  farms  to  the 
keeping  of  cows.  They  generally 
tuake  the  change  in  a  hurry  and  suffer 
tii«  sad  experience  of  faVmers  who 
without  kn«)wle(lge  or  -experience 
leave  their  fiehls  to  engage  in  trade  or 
manufacturing.  They  do  not  appear 
to  realize  the  f:ict  thai  they  are  engag- 
ing in  a  now  branch  of  business,  and 
have  much  to  learn.  Neither  do  they 
realize  that  con."!idcrable  time  is  necea- 
sary  to  |)repare  a  grain  farm  for  keetf- 
ing  cows.  Tliey  Are  apparently  ignoV» 
ant  of  the  fact  that  it  is  no  easy  matter 
to  colicci  a  fine  her<!  of  cows  that  can 
be  depended  on  for  producing  large 
quantities  of  milk.  They  generallj' 
think  that  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  gc 
out  among  their  neighbors  and  pro- 
cure all  the  good  tows  they  want. 
Thoy  do  not,  as  a  rule,  consider  the 
imi)ortance  ot  learning  how  to  manage 
milch  cows,  and  think  that  the  average 
hired  man  can  milk  them  as  well  as  a 
person  who  has  long  been  trained  to 
do  this  kind  of  work.  They  engage  in 
milk  prodiiclion  in  haste  only  to  re- 
pent of  it  at  leisure.  The  change  they 
make  was  a  proper  one,  but  it  was 
made  in  an  impropc^r  manner. 

I  \  f'Attlier  who  proposes  to  substitute 
milk  production  for  grain  raising 
should  first  acquire  the  requisite  in- 
formation. He  would  find  it  greatly 
to  his  advantage  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  the  dairymen's  association  that 
are  held  nearest  to  the  place  where  he 
live.".  lie  wotild  also  do  well  to  visit 
some  neighborhood  where  the  maj'ority 
of  the  farmers  are  engaged  in  the  pro- 
<liietion  of  milk.  By  spending  a  week 
in  such  a  place  he  could  acouire  much 
valuable  information.  He  should 
carefully  inspect  the  dairy  herds  and 
take  particular  notice  of  the  peculiar- 
ities of  the  cows  that  are  the  nest  milk- 
ers. Ho  should  examine  the  barns 
where  the  cows  are  kept  and  copy  a 
description  of  the  one  that  is  of  a  size 
to  shelter  the  number  of  cows  his  farm 
will  .support.  Me  should  examine  the 
farms  and  see  how  they  are  arranged, 
and  what  proportion  of  each  is  devoted 
to  pasturage,  meadow  land,  and 
ground  for  producing  other  kinds  of 
foods  than  grass.  The  water-supply  oi 
the  fiirms  and  buihiings  should  receive 
particular  attention.  Inquiry  should 
be  made  in  regard  to  tho  workings  of 
diflcrent  kinds  of  pumps  and  the  ad* 
vanta";i'3  of  each  If  pijies  are  em- 
ploye'u  to  convey  water  from  springs 
ho  should  notice  how  they  are  ar- 
ranged. The  manner  of  feeding  the 
cows  during  the  season  they  are  not  in 
pasture  «hoiild  receive  particular  at-  i 
tention,  and  the  operation  of  milking  ! 
Should  he  carefully  noticed.  [ 

Much  information  in  regard  to  the 
selection,  breeding,  and  care  of  dairy 
cows  can  be  obtained  from  books.  Id 
tiddition  to  the  standard  works  on 
these  subjects,  the  annual  reports  of 
the  various  a.^sociations  of  dairymen 
are  very  valuable.  The  books  are  often 
largely  theoretical,  but  tho  report^ 
contain  the  experience  of  practical 
dairymen.  They  give  the  record  of 
failures  and  the  cau.oes  that  led  to  ; 
them,  as  well  the  account  of  success.  \ 
A  farmer  can  spend  a  winter  very 
profitably  in  stuilying  the  books  and 
reading  the  minor  publications  that 
pertain  to  dairying.  His  licsure  at 
other  seasons  of  the  year  he  can  spend 
with  equal  ])rotit  in  visiting  farms  de- 
voted to  the  production  of  milk.  , 

A  farmer  who    has   obtained  the  re-  ; 
quisitc   amount  of   information  in  the 
ways  suggested  can  commence  to  plan  , 
and   prepare    his    place    for    keeping 
cows.     Experience    shows    that  about 
four  acres  will  be  required  for  every 
cow,  if  all  the  feed  is  to  be  produced 
on   the  place.    .  Of    these  four  acres, 
most  milk  farmers  calculate  that  two 
should  be  iu   p.isture,  one  in  grass,  to 
be  cut  and  cured   for   havj  and  one   in 
grain,  roots,  and  crops  to  be  u.sed   for 
soiling  purposes  in  case  the  feed  in  tho 
pasture  should   be  short   in  summer.  ' 
Attention    should  tirst  be  paid  to  pre- 
paring   the    pasture,  as    some  time  is 
ncces.sary  to  form   a  good  .sod.     Many 
dairymen  state   that  imbroken  prairie 
sod   improved    by  tlie    introduction  of 
blue  grass  makes  as  fine  a  pasture  as  i 
can  be  obtained.     A  field  that  has  been  ! 
employed  for  several  years  for  produc- 
ing grass  for  hay  will  ordinarily  make  ; 
a  good  pasture.     If  the  grass  is  chiefly 
timothy  it  will  be  advisable  to  sow  the 
seed  of  the  fine  grasses  on  the  sod  and  \ 
to  cover  it  with  a  light  harrow.     A  va- 
riety of  grasses  and   clovers  is  desira-  ; 
ble   in   a  pasture  intended    for  milch  i 
COW.S.  The  pasture  should  be  well  sup- 
jilied   with   pure    water  and   arrange- 
ments made  for  having  it  in  more  than 
o.ne  place  if  the  pasture  is  a  large  one. 
(Jows  that  afc  giving  milk  should  not  I 
be  obliged  to  go  a  long  distance  to  ob- 
tain water  during  the  neat  of  summer. 
Trees  for  producing  shade  should  be 
planted    in    several  places.     They  will  ' 
be   a  great  advantage  to  the  cows  dur- 
ing the  months  of  July  and  August. 

The  sclei'tiou  of  a  herd  of  dairy  cows 
jlumld  be  a  matter  of  considerable 
time.  A  farmer  may  often  bo  the 
gainer  by  raising  them.  By  obtaining* 
a  bull  of  a  good  milking  family  and  of 
one  of  the  recognized  <lairy  breeds  he 
can  raise  calves  from  the  cows  he  has 
on  his  place.  He  may  also  procure 
promising  female  calves,  from  his 
neighbors.  Farmers  not  interested  in 
milk  production  prefer  to  raise  male 
calves,  as  they  are  lietter  for  produc-^ 
ing  beef.  Within  the  period  of  three, 
years  a  herd  of  dairy  cows  may  be 
raised  that  will  bo  more  satisfactory 
than  one  that  can  be  obtained  by  pur- 
chase, while  their  cost  will  be  much 
less.  The  animals  will  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  being  accustomed  to  the 
place  where  they  are  to  bo  kept.  Dur- 
ing the  time  required  to  raise  the  cows 
the  farm  can  be  prepared  for  keeping 
them,  and  suitable  buildings  erected 
for  their  accommodation.  In  brief, 
the  change  from  grain  raising  to  milk 
production  can  be  made  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  involve  no  great  expense 
at  any  time  and  be  attended  by  no 
serious  trouble. — Chicago  Times.

The 
matter  was  taken  before  the  courts, 
but  the  saloon-keepers  were  defeated 
and  they  must  suspend  business  for 
tho  next  two  years. — Rochester  Demo- 
crat and  Chronicle.

One  day  I  followed  a  doe's  tracks 
from  11  a.  m.  till  sunset  without  hav- 
ing obtained  anything  like  the  merest 
glimps*  of  my  game.  I  was  fast  losing 
nope,  as  but  a  few  moments  of  day- 
light were  left  me,  when,  on  coming  to 
the  edge  of  a  flat,  covered  by  heavy 
yellow  birch  timber,  and  terminated 
on  the  further  side  by  an  abrupt  bank, 
like  that  of  a  river,  I  saw  the  old  doe 
standing  half  way  up  the  bank,  broad- 
side to,  the  fawn  below  her,  its  slender 
neck  upstretched  exactly  in  line  with 
its  mother's  shoulder.  At  that  dis- 
tanee  (ninety  very  long  paces)  the 
neck  looked  about  the  size  of  a  hoe- 
handle,  but  I  took  a  qut6k  look 
through  the  double  sights  and  fired. 
The  fawn  went  down  liKe  a  stone;  the 
doe  gave  one  convulsive  bound,  nearly 
twenty  feet,  to  the  top  of  the  bank, 
dropped  dead  in  her  tracks  and  rolled 
back  aCroSs  her  fawn. 

My  next  shot,  purely  one  of  chance, 
I  think  can  be  classed  as  wonderfiil.  I 
was  following  the  tracks  of  a  doe  and 
fawn.  Within  twenty  rods  of  where  I 
struck  tbe  tracks  I  suddenly  saw  half 
of  the  neck  and  head  of  the  fawn, 
which  was  lying  down,  partly  turned 
from  me.  placidly  chewing  its  cud.  A 
shot  through  its  neck  stretched  it  life- 
less, and,  with  my  ritle  held  ready  for 
a  second  shot,  I  advanced  cautiously, 
expecting  to  see  the  doe;  but,  nothing 
stirring,  I  concluded  that  she  bad  got 
away  unobserved  in  the  thick  spruce 
ffTowth.  So  setting  away  my  rifle,  I 
began  to  dress  the  fawn,  which  proved 
to  be  a  very  large  one.  In  doing  this 
I  had  changed  my  position,  so  that  on 
rising  I  caught  full  sight  of  the  doo  ly- 
pg  dead,  twenty  feet  away  to  the  left, 
and  at  right  angles  with  the  line  of 
fire.  Half  stupefied  with  amazement 
I  walked  up  to  her,  and  found  the 
warm  blood  still  trickling  from  a  bul- 
let-hole in  the  center  of  her  belly,  and 
saw  that  she  had  died  in  her  bed  with- 
out a  kick.  On  going  back  to  the 
fawn  to  investigate,  I  found  that  the 
bullet  (a  pointed  one),  about  four  feet 
beyond  the  neck  of  the  fawn,  had 
passed  through  a  hackmatack  sapling 
two  inches  through,  a  little  to  the  left 
of  the  center,  tearing  the  left  side  out 
and  cutting  the  tree  nearly  half  down; 
then  turning  at  a  right  angle,  it  had 
struck  the  doe  as  mentioned,  passed 
directly  upward  between  the  kidneys, 
cutting  off  the  big  artery,  and  burying 
itself  in  the  spine.  The  deer  was  as 
safe  from  a  direct  shot  as  though  tho 
Rocky  mountains  had  interpobed  be- 
tween Us. 

At  anothei  time,  when  following  a 
big,  fat  doe  in  a  feathery  snow,  which 
adhered  to  everything,  on  coming  to 
an  alder  run,  about  eighty  yards 
across,  filled  with  these  bushes  from 
the  size  of  a  knitting  needle  to  over  an 
inch  through,  1  caught  sight  of  her 
black  tail  lianging  down  motionless. 
There  was  at)out  one  chance  in  a  thou- 
sand of  getting  a  bullet  through,  but  I 
always  took  all  such  chances,  and  iired 
without  a  moment's  hesitation.  The 
tail  disappeared  instantaneously  and, 
fixing  my  eyes  on  an  object  in  range, 
so  as  to  advance  in  a  direct  line,  I 
followed  the  path  of  the  bullet.  Half 
way  across  I  found  an  alder  about  as 
big  as  a  pipe-stem  cut  off'  clean;  but 
half  way  from  there,  to  where  tho 
deer  stood,  and  fully  ten  feet  to  the 
right  of  the  line.  1  saw  another  alder 
fully  an  inch  in  diameter  cut  ofl'  not 
more  than  a  foot  above  the  ground  and 
thrown  three  feet  from  its  stump. 
"That  settles  it,  1  said  to  myself,  and 
started  rapidly  forward  to  take  up  the 
track  again.  On  reaching  the  spot  I 
found  some  black  hairs  lying  on  the 
snow  exactly  as  if  cut  out  by  a  bullet 
and  the  first  bound  of  the  deer  was 
nearly  twenty  feet.  This  looked  like 
a  wounded  deer,  but,  smiling  at  the 
absurdity  of  the  idea,  1  pressed  for- 
ward and  within  ten  rods  came  upon 
my  game  stone  dead,  with  a  bullet  ex- 
actly through  the  center  of  its  tail.  To 
have  struck  the  deer  at  all  after  being 
deflected  ten  feet  out  of  its  course 
would  have  been  sufliciently  remark- 
able, but  to  go  exactly  to  the  spot 
aimed  at  was  a  singular  chance. — 
Forest  and  Stream. 


Fattening  Cattle  and  Hogs. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  in 
practice  it  does  not  pay  to  grind  corn 
for  cattle.  Theory  would  go  to  show 
that  the  more  complete  digestion  se- 
cured by  grinding  would  compensate 
for  the  expense  and  leave  a  margin  of 
profit.  But  it  is  the  testimony  of  those 
who  have  iionestly  tested  this  matter 
that  grinding  does  not  pay.  When  cat- 
tle eat  whole  corn  there  is  a  consider- 
able waste.  Many  grains  are  passed 
intact,  and  tbe  droppings  of  the  ani- 
mals will  contain  in  addition  many 
pieces  of  grain.  To  allow  this  food  to 
waste  is  already  too  extravagant  in 
many  portions  of  the  country,  and  is 
becoming  so  in  other  sections.  The 
only  way  to  utilize  this  food  in  the 
droppings  is  by  the  agency  of  some  an- 
imal which  will  eat  it  in  the  condition 
in  which  it  is  found,  and  the  only  farm 
animal  which  will  do  this  is  the  hog. 
Hence  it  has  become  the  common 
practice  in  many  places  to  have  hogs 
following  the  fattening  cattle,  the 
former  obtaining  all  their  sustenance 
from  the  droppings  of  the  latter.  This 
shows  how  surprisingly  great  is  the 
waste  of  food  by  reason  of  incom- 
plete digestion,  for  it  is  found  that  for 
every  one  hundred  bushels  of  corn  fed 
the  cattle,  the  hos>s  subsisting  on  tho 
droppings  will  a«id  to  their  weight  al- 
most five  hundred  pounds  of  pork. 
These  figures  may  seem  altogether  too 
large,  but  they  have  been  proven  cor- 
rect by  Mr.  Gillett,  probably  the  most 
careful  feeder  in  Illinois,  in  tests  cov- 
ering many  years.  It  is  commonly 
said  that  when  corn  is  worth  forty 
cents  per  bushel,  pork  should  be  worth 
five  cents  per  pound.  At  this  price, 
from  forty  dollars'  worth  of  corn  con- 
sumed by  tho  cattle  there  would  be 
made  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  dol- 
lars' worth  of  pork,  fully  equal  to 
half  the  value  of  tho  corn.  The  man 
who  does  not  have  hogs  to  follow  his 
fattening  cattle  gets  only  half  of  the 
value  of  the  corn  he  feeds  to  them;  or 
in  other  words,  the  man  who  has  hogs 
to  eat  tho  grain  passed  in  the  drop- 
pings gets  twice  as  much  for  the  corn 
as  the  man  who  does  not  have  the 
hoes. 

Here  is  too  much  gain  to  be  over- 
looked. It  matters  not  bow  cheaply  a 
man  may  be  able  to  produce  beef,  he 
can  not  afford  to  waste  half  of  the 
corn  fed  to  the  cattle.  In  even  the 
most  favored  localities  the  farmer 
who  owns  the  land  upon  which  he 
feeds  his  cattle  finds  the  profits  of  his 
business  small  enough.  He  can  in- 
crease those  profits  by  feeding  corn, 
for  this  will  not  only  make  cheap  beef, 
but  improve  the  quality  and  conse- 
quently enhance  the  price  of  the  en- 
tire carcass.  And  when  he  feeds  com 
he  can  yet  further  increase  the  profits 
by  having  hogs  to  follow    the  cattle. 

It  might  be  conjectured  that  the 
hogs  would  become  diseased,  but  it  is 
found  that  hogs  which  gain  their  liv- 
ing in  this  way  are  not  more  disposed 
to  disease  than  are  others,  and  that  if 
otherwise  well  treated  the  danger 
from  disease  is  not  great.  In  fact, 
many  claim  that  hogs  which  follow 
fattening  cattle  are  unusually  healthy, 
and  it  is  certain  that  these  hogs  are 
not  so  much  subject  to  disease  as  those 
confined  in  pens.  Their  food  is  filthy, 
it  is  true,  but  it  is  not  tilth  that  con- 
tains the  germs  of  swine  disease,  or 
that  contaminates  the  body.  The 
manure  is  not  hurtful,  as  is  fifth  in 
sleeping  quarters  or  the  effluvia  in  sur- 
face water. 

Active,  strong  hogs  should  be  select- 
ed tor  this  purpose,  as  those  of  the 


weaker,  more  indolent  bfe«d»  will  I 
often  be  injured  by  the  cattle.  But  t 
hog.  If  one  of  the  strong,  lively  breeds 
will  take  caro  of  itself  ;  injury  to  sucii 
as  these  is  very  rare.  No  matter  what 
breed  the  hog  may  belong  to.  it  will 
soon  become  accustomed  to  its  sur- 
roundings and  keep  out  of  the  way  o: 
the  cattle.—  Jacob  Swift,  in  Texas  Farn 
and  Ranch. 

A  Word  for  the  Jersey. 
It  is  not  our  purpose  in  present! nor 
the  merits  of  the  little  Jersey  to  abuse 
any  other  breed  of  cattie.  The  noble 
Short  Horn  is  known  over  the  civil 
ized  world  as  a  most  royal  animal.  Ii 
has  mersts  for  the  dairy  as  well  as  for 
the  butcher  pen.  Besides  the  Short 
Horn,  as  a  peer,  at  least  for  beef. 
Stands  the  noble  and  symmetrical  Here- 
ford. Then,  too,  comes  the  Polled 
Angos,  its  advocates  claiming  for  it  all 
the  merits  of  both  the  above  breeds. 
Then  the  Devon,  meek,  kind  and  gen- 
tle, looks  out  of  its  bright  eye  upon  a 
world  of  admirers,  who  contend  thai 
for  the  dairy,  for  the  butcher  and  fot 
work  animals  there  is  no  superior. 
The  Holstein  and  the  Ayreshire  and 
the  Guernsey  and  even  the  little  Guinea 
cow  maintain  undisputed  credit  for 
worth  in  the  dairy,  in  the  stall  and  in 
the  field.  All  are  grand,  and  even  tho 
native  breeds  loom  up  in  the  hands  of 
careful  bleeders  as  often  worth  the 
weight  of  their  long  horns  in  st.audard 
dollars.  But  here  wo  desire,  espec- 
ially, to  present  merits  of  the  "pride 
of  tho  dairy,"  the  ^and  little  Jersey. 
She  is  particular!}'  a  family  cow, 
contributing,  under  kind  treatment, 
which  she  so  well  deserves,  to  the 
happiness  of  those  who  watch  over 
and  nourish  her.  With  good  care,  she 
IS  gentle  and  kind,  always  ready  to 
pive  her  flow  of  good,  richmilk,  turn- 
ing out  more  butter  for  the  same  num. 
her  of  pounds  of  lacteal  fluid  than  any 
other  known  cow.  It  has  boen  com-i 
puted  that  a  pound  of  first  class  Jersey 
butter  can  be  made  almost  as  cheaply 
as  a  pound  of  beef  from  the  best  beef 
animal,  but  the  butter  is  worth  several 
times  as  much  as  the  best  meat.  A 
gentleman  owning  a  Jersey  herd,  near 
San  Antonio,  has  not  sold  a  pound  of 
butter  for  less  than  lifly  cents  for  years, 
and  he  is  selling  several  hundred  dol- 
lars worth  per  month.  Another  gen- 
tleman, living  near  Austin,  receives 
similar  prices  for  his  Jer.sey  butter, 
and  it  is  in  groat  demand.  A  good 
Jersey  will  give  from  ten  to  fitteen 
pounds  of  butJer  per  wopk, 
while  fancy  records  have  gone  away 
above  the  highest  figure.  At  ten 
pounds  per  week  the  yield  would  be, 
for  thirty-two  weeks  in  the  year,  34C 
pound-x,  worth  at  rtiirty-live  cents  poi 
pound  $ll'.t.  This  is  more  money  thai 
a  well  fattened  high  bred  Short  Horn 
or  Hereford,  three  years  eld,  would 
command  in  the  beef  market,  and  tho 
Jersey'  cow  would  not  eat  in  one  year 
as  much  as  the  beef.  The  Jersey  is  a 
little  dairy  <pifen,  and  we  wish  the 
breed  in  ils  purity  were  widely  dis- 
tributed over  theland.— 7(.x<w  ii'ari/i 
and  Ranch.

The  Saiiioaii  Islands. 
it  may  be  as  well  to  point  out  that 
tho  intrinsic  value  of  the  .Samoan  group 
is  by  no  means  consi  lerable.  Its  his- 
tory until  within  the  last  few  years  has 
been  one  of  continuous  turmoil  and 
bloodshed;  nativi^  wars  having  ravaged 
the  country  to  such  an  extent  as  al- 
most to  ruin  it.  Lying  more  than  six 
hundred  milesdistaiit  fntin  Fiji,  il  can- 
not compare  for  importan(Uf  in  any  way 
with  those  islands,  being  much  smaller 
and  less  fertile  as  a  whole.  It  posses- 
ses a  good  harbor,  but  in  this  respecrl 
is  by  no  means  exct'iitional.  Tin;  two 
principal  islands  are.Savaii  :in<l  Upolii. 
The  former  is  the  larger  island  of  tne 
two;  and  its  apjiearance  from  He  ea  i:^ 
magnificent,  as  it  rises  regiihirly  up 
from  the  shore  until  it  ends  in  a  peak 
over  five  thotisand  feet  high,  covered 
with  greenery  on  the  windward  side 
to  the  very  summit.  This  island,  ac- 
cordiug  to  the  traditions  of  the  natives, 
has  been  the  cradle  of  the  Polynesian 
race;  many  of  the  neighborning  islands 
having  been  peopled  from  it,  ami  even 
the  Maoris  (who  certainly  much  re- 
semble the  Samoans)  having  originally 
come  from  Savaii.  This,  of  course,  is 
very  doubtful;  but  that  the  tradition 
exists  is  undoubted.  Savaii  is  now 
very  thinly  inhabitod,  only  the  coast- 
line being  occupied  by  a  few  native 
towns.  Upolu,  the  smaller  island,  is 
far  richer;  and  here  is  Apia  the  Euro- 
pean BCttlemeat,  formerly  a  place  of 
some  importance  owing  to  the  fre- 
quent visits  of  whaleis  in  the  djiys 
when  the  whale  fi.shery  was  profitable, 
the  Samoans  themselves  i^.r^',  perliaps 
the  best  looking  race  in  all  Polynesia; 
the  women  when  young  being  decided- 
ly pretty  and  by  no  means  unconscious 
of  the  fact.  Apia  has  been  called  the 
Corinth  of  tho  south  seas;  and  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  in  tho  matter  of 
morality  the  Samoans  are  quite  worthy 
of  comparison  with  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Greek  city.  They  an*,  however, 
even  more  hospitable  and  polite  than 
Fijians,  which  is  sjiying  much.  Of 
late  years  the  horrible  native  wars  and 
tho  tactics  of  an  American  adventurer 
called  some  attention  to  the  group. 
But  tho  trade,  which  has  been  princi- 
pally in  the  hands  of  the  (iermans, 
was  never  of  great  importance,  Apia 
itself  being  a  depot  and  calling  station 
for  ve.ssels  (which  called  and  (collected 
cocoa-nut  oil,  sandal  wood,  and  beche- 
demer,  and  latterly  cotton  from  other 
groups),  rather  than  a  commercial 
outlet  for  Samoan  goods.  In  short, 
Samoa  is  interesting  and  rather  amus- 
ing to  the  traveler,  tnougli  by  no  means 
the  marvel  of  beauty  either  in  regard 
to  scenery  or  people  that  some  have 
represented  it. — St.  Jamex^s  dazette.

An  American  Mute  Artist. 
I  have  been  looking  at  two  pictures, 
writes  a  Paris  correspondent,  by  an 
artist  who  has  been  a  deaf-mute  ever 
since  his  infancy.  Mr.  Humphrey 
Moore,  howeyer,  talks  as  nimbly  with 
his  fingers  as  other  persons  do  with 
their  tongues,  and  that,  too,  in  some 
four  or  five  languages.  He  is  one  of 
our  best  American  painters,  and  these 
two  canva.ses  are  attracting  a  great 
deal  of  attention.  One  is  a  character- 
istic Spanish  scene,  a  view  of  tho 
Athambra;  twelve  dancers  and  musi- 
cians on  and  around  a  table;  two  co- 
quettish ladies  seated  in  chairs  enjoy- 
ing themselves  with  the  gossip  of  these 
cabotiTis,  and  in  the  background  the 
old  Moorish  palace.  In  truth,  the 
scene  is  a  living  one.  The  physiogno- 
mies each  had  their  proper  character, 
their  individuality,  and  yet  all  are 
participating  in  the  common  action 
that  bids  fair  to  bring  them  in  plenti- 
ful supply  of  coin.  These  players, 
this  beautiful  dance,  these  ravishing 
senoritas,  are  alive,  their  po-es  are 
easy  and  natural,  their  local  costumes 
accuracy  itself.  Mr.  Moore  has  re- 
produced with  marvelous  fidelity  the 
black  eyes,  the  lu.scious  lips,  the  grace- 
ful form.s,  the  exact  colors  which  he 
saw  in  Seville  and  elsewhere  out-of- 
doors  in  that  picturesque  land.  Tbe 
figures  are  small,  almost  minute,  and 
yet  with  what  a  vigorous  touch,  with 
What  great  finesse,  has  he  laid  on  all 
tbe  artistic  details  that  were  necessary 
to  give  to  them  a  moving  actuality. 
This  remark  is  equally  true  as  applied 
to  the  other  pciture.  a  scene  in  Japan, 
and  which  is  brim-full  of  the  local 
color  of  that  far-off  empire.  For  these 
two  pictures  Mr.  Crocker  paid  for  the 
Spanish  $7,000,  and  for  the  Japanese 
one  $4,000.  Bonnat  pronounces  t>otb 
of  them  ravissant.  Mr.  Moore  is  a 
pupil  of  the  geat  Gerome,  and  a  disci- 
ple, so  to  speak,  of  the  lamented 
Fortuny,  whose  widow  is  one  of  Mrs. 
Moore's  most  intimate  friends.  Both 
these  ladies  are  Spanish,  and  both  9,Ti 
as  good  as  tbey  are  beaotif  uL  |

The  St.  barney  (LoBdon)  Gazette  oalh 
li.shed  a  year  ago  the  subjoioea  ao 
count  of  the  life  of  O'Donovan  Rosea 
prior  to  his  removal  to  America.  Sinee 
that  event  Mr.  Ro.ws  has  figured 
prominently  as  the  head  ot  what  is 
known  as  the  skiriwiitfcjng  fund,  and  jt 
lias  become  the  fashioD,  wheoeTbay« 
there  have  been  developments  ol  x 
8ensation.al  character  in  connection 
with  the  Irish  revolutionary  party  ia 
the  United  Kingdom,  to  attribute 
them  to  the  machinations  of  Rossaand 
his  confederates  upon  this  side  of  tho 
Atlantic,  whetiier  or  not  with  justice 
it  is  hard  to  tell:  but  certain  it  is  that 
Mr.  Rossa  has  not  sought  to  evade  tho 
notoriety  that  this  might  bring  him. 
T/u:  Uiiztttt  article  a&ya:  "It  is  just  a 
Tiiarter  of  a  century  since  O'Douovaa 
Kiwsa  became  a  public  character.  Ha 
was  then  atxiut  'iS.  strongly  bu^co^ 
overflowing  with  life,  and  alnmndiu',^ 
in  frolic.  In  those  days  he  kept  a 
shop  in  !!*kibbereen.  selling  evervlbing 
in  the  way  tri  foo«>  and  clothing  re- 
quired by  his  neighbors.  His  neigh- 
bors meant  everybotfy— peasants  and 
loNvnspeople— tor  miles  around,  and 
Kossa.  being  universally  popular,  was 
a  thriving  man.  His  proper  name  was 
Jeremiah  O'Donovan;  but,  as  there 
nas  quite  a  tribe  of  O'Donovans  in  that 
piarter,  and  a  score  at  least  of  Jerries, 
jur  shopkeeper  got  an  additional  and 
listinctive  ai)peilation.  taken  from  hie 
lirthplaco— Koss-carberry. 

"Rossa  was  an  early  convert  to  Fen- 
anism— or,  as  it  is  called  by  tlieinitia- 
;ed  this  side  of  the  .\tiantic,  the 
[(ri.sh)  R(epublican)  B(rotherhw»d)  — 
laving  been  sworn  in  so  far  back  asls.').'}. 
ile  was  already  a  man  of  mark,  not  un- 
leservcdly;  for,  beginning  life  at  It!  jl 
joor.  friendless  lad,  his  strong  qiiali- 
.ies  and  business  aptitude  had  mad« 
tiim  comparatively  ri»rh.  lie  was  just 
the  sort  of  recruit  that  the  shewd 
Stephens— who  never  troubh-d  him.selt 
with  the  'tjig-rag'  of  the  brotherhood 
—delighted  to  make.  Having  named' 
Rossa  the  district  C.  the  'captain' 
Went  his  way,  leaving  the  new  utlici'ri 
to  swear  iu  as  many  <if  his  :u'<mAint-) 
iuces  as  ho  could  persuade  t<»  join.i 
Putting  his  heart  into  the  work,  Kos.sa, 
fathered  a  regiment  some  hundriHl* 
ilrong  in  and  about  Skibbere«'n.  Thia 
done,  he  followed  the  e\am|>l<>  «>f  his] 
fellow-chiefs  elsewhere,  established  ^ 
mechanics'  institute  and  rfadin<:-r<M.ui^ 
and  became  an  ardent  siK'ial  reft»rmer. 
lie  dubbed  his  literary  associaiioii  thii 
IMicenix  club,  in  compliment  to  O'.M.i- 
tioney,  whose  branelnif  llieeorispiraev. 
Qot  then  so  strong  as  it  afterward  Ih-- 
Muie,  was  known  as  the  Pliu-nix  asso- 
ciation. And  under  the  cover  of  this, 
jliib  he  carried  on  the  Inisiue.ss  of  tlia 
conspiracy  with  such  skill 

"James  Stephens  usually  k<'i)f  a^ 
,iglil  baud  over  such  clubs,  nml  hh- 
itiredly  would  not  have  permitted  a, 
iuiul)er  of  vagaries  iu  whi<'li  Rossa! 
I  ftnd  the  Phu-nix  men  indulged  in  IH.'iK, 
'  had  he  been  at  home.  As  it  happened, 
le  spent  the  earlier  half  of  that  year 
n  America,  teaehing  O'Mahom-y,  whoi 
vas  greatly  iu  m-ed  of  the  lessoii,  how 
o  organize.  And,  in  cor..s<'quence, 
ho  demonstrative  and  .'igressive  Itossa, 
jeing  left  very  luueh  to  himself,  con- 
trived to  attract  the  attention  of  tho 
government.  The  whole  atlair  wj 
Very  curious,  and.  on  many  aeeoir' 
merits  elucMdation.  Siilliee  it  to 
now,  that  Rossa  an<l  a  number  of  his 
*.ssociates  were  arresleil,  tried  and 
eonviele<l.  But  it  »vas  the  interest  ttf 
Bveryliody  concered  to  make  as  liarht 
of  the  affair  as  possible,  so  that  tho 
prisoners,  after  many  months  of  im- 
prisonment, were  released  in  IKVJ,  on 
coiiditioM  of  (doming  ui)  for  judgments 
Ivhen  called  upon.  They  were  now  a'l 
marked  men;  so  most  of  thein  t^j 
themselves  ofl"  -some  to  America,  si 
to  Kiigland.  and  one  or  two  to  Diibf 
\moiig  the  last  was  Rossa,  wIkj  eamo 
dut  of  prLson  to  find  his  business  ru- 
ined. 

His  follow-Pho»nix  men  drifted  about 
in  the  world;  he  was  far  too  useful  .% 
man  to  be  allowed  to  drift.  .Stephens 
/Ook  him  asaeonliibMitial  aid  and  kept 
lim  employed— now  as  an  organizer 
n  one  or  the  other  of  the  Irish  prov- 
nces,  now  iubreakiug  up  the  meeting!! 
)f  such  nationalists  as  retiised  to  ("on- 
jpire,  and  now  as  one  of  the  series  of 
messengers  that  were  constantly  croin- 
ing  and  going  between  the  Ameri(;an 
ftufi  European  branches  of  tlu'  con- 
Hpiracy.  In  all  these  avocations  Rossa 
distinguished  himself  by  zeal  and  ad- 
dress, as  well  as  by  a  truculence  which 
was  thoroughly  good-humored  and 
Irish  in  those  days. 

"At  length  that  notorious  journal. 
The  Irish  Feoplc,  was  established  to- 
waril  the  close  of  1HC:S,  ami  Rossa  l>u- 
came  the  nominal  proprietor.  He  uo\v 
took  a  wifu  for  the  .secomi  lime,  fin<l- 
in^  considerable  difiicully  in  felting  a 
priest  to  perforin  the  ceremony,  iu 
such  disrepute  at  the  time  was  tho 
conspiracy  with  the  great  tiody  of  tho 
Irish  Roman  Catholic  clergy.  Shortly 
afterward  Rossa  started  to  America  on 
Fenian  business.  Aft<!r  a  short  st.ay 
on  the  other  side  of  the  water  ho  re- 
turned to  Ireland  towanl  the  end  of 
Julv,  IHe.**,  in  companv  with  Messrs. 
P.  W.  Dunn  and  P.  J.  Median.  Theso 
two  gentlemen  were  deputed  by  O'Ma- 
hony  to  do  certain  business  with 
Stephens  as  ttt  tho  rising,  Txcd  t<» 
take  [ilaco  on  the  enduing  anniversary 
of  Emmet's  execution.  In  stepping 
ashore   Mechan    lost  some   important 

fiapors  in  a  way  that  has  never  lM;en 
ully  explained.  The.se  papers  wcro 
picked  up  and  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  authorities.  The  leading  conspir- 
ators were  greatly  dismayed  and 
hardly  to  be  restrained  by  Stephens 
and  Rossa  (tho  latter  being  a  merciful 
man  in  those  days)  from  punishing 
Meehan  severely. 

"The  government  took  no  action  un- 
til within  a  few  days  of  llii;  date  luecl 
for  the  insurrection.  Then,  however, 
it  flung  its  net  over  the  Fenian  leaders, 
and  caught  nearly  every  one  of  then* 
of  any  consequence  at  a  single  sweep. 
On  the  night  of  the  \:Ah  of  .September 
the  office  of  The  Irish  I'toplt  was  taken 
pos.session  of  by  the  police,  and  half 
an  hour  later  Ro.ssa  himself,  who,  like 
most  of  the  other  leaders,  had  been 
expecting  it,  was  arrestctJ.  Like  tho 
others,  too,  he  believed  that  his  incar^ 
ceration  must  end  in  a  very  few  weeks 
by  the  success  of  the  rebellion. 

"On  the  10th  of  September  Stephens 
was  caughtand  placed  in  the  next  cell 
to  Rossa  in  Richmond  bridewell.  A 
Fenian,  one  Frank  Byrne,  ex-8oldier<»l 
the  Papal  brigade. 'was  one  of  tbe 
warders,  and  St«pliens  eseaoed. 
i  hanks  to  Byrne,  Rossaand  the  other* 
were  parfectly  aware  of  what  waa  go. 
ing  on  that  night,  and  lay  still,  eontii 
(lent  that  their  turn  would  com* 
long.  We  all  know  how  misera 
they  were  disappointed. 

"At  the  trial  that  followed,  Rossa 
•endered  him.self  conspicuous  above 
his  fellows  bv  audacity  and  energy. 
In  return  he  got  the  heaviest  sentence 
of  any  -penal  servitude  for  life. 
When  released  in  1871  he  was  an  al- 
tered man.  He  was  no  longer  light, 
hearted  an.!  rollicking.  He  "bad  Tost 
his  geniality  and  fun.  He  seemed  to 
have  lost  altogether  his  rough  h^^ 
hearty  kindness.  At  the  same  time^B 
preserved  all  his  intelligence,  lirinn^r 
and  energy.  He  was  a  (or  rather  ttje) 
Fenian  martyr,  and  he  had  the  repute 
of  being  the  most  honest  and  trust- 
worthy of  all  the  chiefs.  It  was  lat- 
ural,  therefore,  that  he  shouM  gather 
to  himself  a  strong  party  of  the  Amer- 
ican FVnians.  and  as  natural  that  the 
said  party  should  exceed  all  the  oth< 
en  in  steady  ferocity  of  pur^o^e."

When 
ttiere  is   no    local  organization  in  a  Uiwn,  any 
buHiujss  man  or  firin  may  be.onie  a  meml>er 
of  this  association  upon  the  payment  of  SI  an- 
nually. 

•  ^"'•-.The  regular  meeting  of  this  organiza- 
tic.n  shall  bo  held  semi  annually  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  March  and  SeptemU-rof  each 
year  bpecial  meetings  can  he  held  at  the  call 
of  the  executive  committee,  giving  less  than 
ten  days  notice.

"I  could— with  Norman  to  help  me."

Cause*  of  tbe  Pen<lin(  Troable. 

In  order  to  understand  fully  the  circum- 
stances which  have  led  up  to  the  Insurrec- 
tion In  the  Saskatchewan  country  it  is  neces- 
sary to  go  back  to  tbe  uprising  in  Manitoba 
in  1869,  known  as  the  Red  river  rebellion, 
and  the  causes  which  led  to  that  outbreak. 
The  Red  river  rebellion  was  inoident  to  the 
transfer  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  bompany  of 
its  territory  to  the  dominioii  g-overnment 
Itir  nearly  two  hundred  years  this  great  f  ur- 
tradinf  company  had  ntit  only  enjoyed  the 
exclusive  right  t6  the  entire  trade  and  traffic 
of  the  immense  possessions  graiitcd  by  Kin» 
Charles  IL  to  Prince  Rupert  and  hia  seven- 
teen associates,  but  had  made  laws  fur  and 
(rovemed  the  territory,  having^  complete 
lordship  thereof,  with  full  legislative,  judi- 
cial and  executive  powera  Tbe  last  renewal 
of  the  charter  expired  In  1859,  and  after 
that  it  was  never  renewed  acain,  the  com- 
pany havlng^  no  special  advantages  beyond 
l*s  tiled  and  splendid  org'anizatlon.  In  1867 
the  act  of  parliament  creating'  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  ront*Mnt)lated  the  acquisition  by 


representative  form  ef  jrovemment  Tha 
population  of  all  Manitoba  ac  that  time  was 
about  14,000,  tho  proportion  of  whites  to 
naif-breeds  being  about  one  to  seven  or 
eight  An  agrarian  feature  of  the  Manitoba 
act  is  what  has  led  to  the  present  difficultv 
As  Intimated  above,  the  tlUes  of  half-breeds 
to  their  lands  were  not  very  distinct  and 
many  of  the  people  were  doubtless  squattera 
By  the  Manitoba  act  there  were  1  400  000 
acres  of  land  eet  apart  for  half-breed  infants- 
subsequent  grant*  were  made  of  land 
and  scrip  to  the  half-breed  heads  of 
famillea  Afterwards  came  an  order  divid- 
ing up  the  1,400,0C{)  of  land,  so  as  to  grant 
to  each  half-breed  child  bom  prior  to  Juiv  1 
1870,  a  parcel  of  240  acres  free.  ' 

APPOKTIOKINa  THB  IJIIO). 

There  were  many  difficulties  met  with  In 
apportioning  out  land.  The  tracts  possessed 
by  the  French  half-breeds  along  the  crooked 
rivers  of  Canada  were  in  most  cases  long 
parallelograms,  with  a  narrow  river  frontage 
and  extending  back  Inland.  These  the  do- 
minion surveyors  were  obliged  to  cut  up 
and  divide  up  in  a  manner  that  seemed  ut- 
teriy  reckless  to  the  poor  half-breeds  and 
there  were  many  protests  and  threats. 
1  hen  there  had  been  delays  and  more  or  less 
dissatisfaction  from  the  beginning.  On  the 
other  hand  the  law  of  apportionment  was 
appreciated  to  such  an  extent  that  half- 
breed  infants  came  to  be  at  a  premium,  and 
it  is  even  said  that  children  were  transferred 
from  one  family  to  another  in  order 
to  obtain  land.  Next,  lands  were 
placed  In  chancery  until  the  chil- 
dren should  have  come  of  age.  with  the  spe- 
cial stipulation  that  they  should  be  consid- 
ered to  have  attained  their  majority  at  eight-

Filial  action 
in  the  land   office  is  also  ordered  to  be  sus- 
pended upon  all  limber  culture  entries  under 
the  ftct  of  June  3,  1S78,  which  have  not  already 
been  examined ;  also  in  all  cases  of  desert  land 
entriea 

There  bate  been  a  good  many  charges  of 
fraud  made  at  Washington  and  throughout  tbe 
country  in  regard  to  pine  and  other  land  entries.

Fast  two  or  three  years,  as  all  will  remember, 
orporations  and  private  syudicatee  have  been 
charged  with  hiring  men  to  make  pre-emption 
entries  and  then  transfer  their  claims  to  the 
former.  It  is  doubtlees  tnie  that  this  plan 
has  been  practiced  to  a  considerable  extent 
and  the  government  and  honest  settlers 
defrauded.  To  prevent  further  fraud 
of  this  nature  is  i)re8nmablv  the  ob- 
ject of  the  order  Its  effect  will  be 
to  prevent  final  proving  up  on  all  pre-emp- 
tion, homestead  and  timijer  culture  entries — m 
fact  on  all  entries  on  public  land  except  where 
laud  has  been  offered  for  sale,  in  which  latter 
case  one  may  purchase  by  private  cash  sftlos, 
but  only  in  this  manner.'  Scrip  locations  are 
also  excepted.  Tho  object  is  probably  to  al- 
low the  commit'Sion  to  investigate  the  numer- 
ous charges  of  fraud  and  refuse  to  allow  final 
proving  up  in  cases  Whore  fraudulent  intent  is 
evident  It  can  work  no  liardship  to 
the  actual  cettler,  as  it  will  only  defer  his  titUa 
for  final  proving  up,  ana  it  is  not  likely  that 
the  government  will  throw  any  hindrance  in 
the  way  of  one  who  is  proved  "to  l)e  an  actuiil 
settler.  The  order  affects  but  little  land  in  .Min- 
nesota, onlv  that  between  the  eighth  and  tonth 
correction  lines  and  the  fourth  and  fifth  meri- 
dians—the  strip  from  Lake  Superior  west  to 
Rod  Lake  reservation.

All  vog»tatiou  is  in  the  most  ad- 
vanced state  Whita  lilacs  and  wisteria,  which 
are  the  principal  flowers  used  on  memorial 
day,  are  now  in  full  bloom,  and  all  fruit  trees 
have  already  shed  their  blossoms  and  the 
ea  rib's  surface  presents  the  appearance  of  the 
middle  of  May. 

Miss  Ada  C.  Sweet,  pension  agent  of  Chicago, 
received  ft  telegram  from  Commissioner  Black 
asking  for  her  resignation.  The  telegram 
stated  that  Miss  Sweet  had  performed  her  du- 
ties in  thoroughly  satisfactory  manner,  and 
gave  no  reason  why  her  resignstion  was  de- 
sired .Miss  SWeet  at  once  telegraphed  Presi- 
dent Cleveland  the  contents  of  Commissioner 
Black's  message  and  stated  that  as  her  duties 
had  been  satisfactorily  performed  she  saw  no 
reason  why  she  should  resign. 

New  York  Special:  The  condition  of  affairs 
in  Central  America  and  at  the  isthmus  is  at- 
tracting much  attention  here.  The  Herald  dis- 
patched one  of  its  correspondents,  C-ol.  Millen 
to  Guatemala  and  Irving  Ring  will  go  to  .Vs- 
piuwall  for  the  Tribune.

In  this  view 
the  first  government  to  land  troops  in  force  to 
subduo  the  robe'lion  will  t>e  likely  to  retain 
possession  and  control  of  the  isthmus  unless 
the  United  States  interferes  to  restore  it  to  the 
native  rule.  I'ho  situation  is  thought  hero  to 
present  grave  international  questions  which 
may  involve  us  in  war  with  one  or  more  of  the 
foreign  powora 


Bridge-BnildinfT  Extraordinary. 

The  great  railroad  bridge  across  the 
Firth  of  Forth  in  Scotland  will  be  when 
completed  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
feats  of  engineering  in  the  world.  The 
bridge  will  l)e  more  than  a  mile  and  a 
half  long,  so  high  that  the  largest  war- 
ship can  pass  safely  beneath  it  in  any 
part  of  the  channel,  and  so  strong  that 
the  heaviest  railway  train  can  be  run 
upon  it  at  the  highest  rate  of  speed. 

The  principle  of  the  bridge  is  known 
as  the  cantilever.  A  powerful  struc- 
ture of  steel,  in  shape  not  unlike  that 
of  the  walking-beam  of  a  paddle-steam- 
boat, rests  upon  a  pier.  The  weight  on 
one  side  balances  that  on  the  other.  But 
arms  of  the  two  cantilevers  do  not 
meet. 

Imagine  an  engines  walking-beam 
thirteen  hundred  feet  long,— almost  % 
Huarter  of  a  mile  long, — resting  upon 
its  centre,  so  that  it  projects  iu  either 
direction  six  bimdred  and  seventv-five 
feet. 

Next  fancy  two  such  cantilevers  so 
placed  in  tbe  same  line  that  their  ends 
leave  an  abyss  of  three  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  between  them.  This  space 
is  filled  with  an  ordinary  girder  bridge, 
the  ends  of  the  two  cantilevers  serving 
tor  piers. 

The  process  of  constructing  this 
bridge  is  extremely  interesting.  The 
structure  is  largely  made  of  steel  cylin- 
ders from  eight  to  twelve  feet  in  diam- 
eter, and  some  of  them  two  or  three 
hundred  feet  long.  There  will  be  a 
length  of  six  miles  of  such  cylinders  in 
the  bridge.  Some  parts  of  the  bridge 
will  cost  more  than  twenty  dollars  an 
inch  to  build. 

Four  great  railway  companies  unite 
to  conutrnct  it,  and  its  total  cost  will  be 
more  than  ten  million  dollars.  It  will 
not  be  finished  before  the  year  1890, 
even  if  all  goeq  well, — Youth's  Com- 
paniou.        " "

They  drew  up  a 

bill  of  rights  iu  which  they  put  forth,  among 

other  demands,  the  following: 
First,  the  rliiht  to  elect  their  own  legislature; 

second,  ibis  legislature  to  have  power  to  pass  all 

laws  of  a  local  nature   by  a  two-thirds  vote  over 

the  veto  of  tbeexecutive:  third,  a  free  homestead 

and  pre-emption   law,    similar  lo   that  of   the 

United  Stat C!<:    fourth,  a  portion  of   tbe  public 

land  to  be  d'Hiated  to  the  support  of  schools  and 

construction  of  roads  and  bridges;  fifth,  treaties 

with  tbe  Indian  tribes  calculated  to  secure  peace 

in  the  future. 
William    McDougall,   who  bad   been   ap- 

j)ointed  as  governor  of  the  newly  organized 

territory,  arrived  there  in  October.  He  found 

the  roads  in  pobsession    of    the    insurgents, 

and  was  driven  from   the  country  with  his 

suite,  and  for  some  time  lived  in  camp  near 

Pembina,  on  this  side  of  the  line.     This  was 

the  fir-it  act  of  war  on  tlie  )iart  of  the  rebela 

They  immediately  obtained  possession  of  all 

the  posts  and  forts,  and  were  the  masters  of 

the  country.     A  provisional  government  was 

organized  at  Fort   Garry,  with  John  Brousse 

as  president,  Louis  Riel  commander-in-chief 

of  the  armies,  and  the  young  priest  and  pa- 
triot O'Donoghue  was  virtually  secretary  of 

state    and  secretary  of   war.     "The  governor 

surrounded  himself  with  twenty-four  coun- 
selors,   twelve    selected     from    among    the 

French    half-breeds  and  twelve  from  among 

the    English     and     Scotch    clement      The 

capture   of   Fort    Garry    had    been    easily 

accomplished    and    without  bloodshed.     In 

the  meantime  Gov.  McUougall  had  attempt- 
ed   to    interest  the  Indians  in  his  cause,  and 

made  some  futile  attempts  to  gain  posses- 
sion  of  his  province.     .\  countoi -revolution 

was  also  attempU^d  by  the  loyalists,  and  one 

James  .Scott  was  shot  by  order  of  Riel.

RIETL  ABDICATES. 

Instead  of  holding  their  ground,  Riel  and 
his  compatriots  fied  from  Fort  Garry  and 
crossed  the  United  States'  line,  leaving  their 
guns  and  sminiiniiion  behind  thcin.  Sir 
Garnet,  on  the  '24th  of  August,  took  peaco- 
alilu  iiosse.^sion  of  the  Fort  and  issued  his 
famous  ordera  Riel  was  afterward  ban- 
Lslied  for  five  years.  Such  was  the 
Red  river  rebellion  of  lWtiO-70. 
It  was  practically  a  war  without  bloodshed, 
and  contemporary  history  relates  many 
acts  of  clemency  and  kindness  on  the  part  of 
the  rebel  leader,  who  did  not  seem  disposed 
at  .iny  time  to  pursue  a  sanguinary  policy. 
He  has  been  severely  criticised  by  friends  of 
the  movement  for  his  course  in  vacating  the 
country  when  he  had  practically  everything 
in  his  own  hand.'^.  General  sentiment,  now- 
ever,  is  inclined  to  approve  of  his  course  as 
a  very  prudent  one.  In  1 87 1  there  was  an 
attempt  to  renew  the  rebellion,  but  it  speed- 
ily collapsed.  In  this  campaign  there  were 
interested  a  company  of  about  seventy-five 
Fenians  under  GeiL  O'NeiL  These  camped 
in  the  woods  near  Pembina,  and  captiured 
tbe  British  post  opposite  that  place.  An 
officer  who  was  with  this  expedition  claimed 
that  the  enterprise  failed  tbrough the  treach- 
ery of  Riel. 

The  actutd  transfer  of   the  Hudson  Bay 

fiossesRionrs  had  been  delayed  by  the  rebel- 
ion,  and  did  not  actually  take  place  until 
July  ir>,  1870.  Mr.  Archibald,  the  lieutenant 
governor  of  the  new  Canadian  province, 
arrived  Sept  3.  After  this  commissions  were 
appointed  on  behalf  of  the  British  govern- 
ment and  the  inhabitants  of  Manitoba  to 
arrange  the  difticultie.^  existing  and  to  arrive 
at  an  equitable  adjustment  of  affairs  in  tbe 
province.  In  this  conference  Bishop  Tache 
participated,  representing  the  people  of  the 
province.  At  the  time  he  was  attending  the 
oecumenical  council  sitting  in  Rome,  and 
came  home  to  attend  to  his  duties  in  this 
connection  in  response  to  a  telecrram  from 
the  British  government  He  always  had 
great  infiuenc?  with  the  peopla  From  the 
fact  thai  he  declines  to  act  as  a  mediator  in 
the  present  crisis.  It  is  smmised  that  he 
did  not  consider  himself  well  treated  in 
connection  with  the  previous  negotiations 
What  was  known  as  the  Manitoba  act  was 
pa.ssed  by  parliament  this  same  year.  By  this 
act  many  of  the  privileges  asked  by  the 
rebels  were  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
ooontry,  and  they  have  ainoe  lived  uod«r  a 


een.  In  many  oases,  however,  the  money 
rcaliiw;  bVfhoFalcof  lands  Was  not  placed 
iu  tilt  cure  of  the coiiifr,  but  orders  were  eveu 
given  that  the  money  should  be  given  t<3  the 
care  of  parish  priests  or  the  heads  of  faniiliea 
l^uiids  were  also  taken  out  of  chancrry  and 
sold  out  rapidly,  and  land  sharks  were  about 
making  all  they  could  by  taking  advantjige 
of  the  peculiar  feature  of  the  Infant  i»iovls- 
ion.  The  half-breeds  themselves  were  an 
easy  going  people,  and  the  lands  and  scrip 
granted  to  lieails  of  fauUlios  were  in  many 
ca^e8  Mjuandiucd.  Doubtless  there  were 
numerous  abuses  of  this  kind,  but  the  law 
was  generally  acceptable  to  the  half-breeds 
of  Manitoba,  and  they  took  full  advantage 
of  ID.  Now,  beyond  tho  confines  of  Manitoba, 
in  the  Northwest  Territory,  lay  a  few  half- 
breed  soctlons,  for  the  inhabitants  of  which 
no  provision  was  made  in  tho  Manitoba  act 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  tho  inhabitants  of  these 
places  did  not  demand  au  ai)portionuicnt  of 
land  at  the  time.  The  St  Laurent  district, 
the  seat  of  the  present  uprising,  was  among 
these  seciion.s. 

THK  AOrrATION  AT  ST.    LAURENT. 

About  ten  ye.irs  ago,  however,  the  settlers 
of  this  district  began  to  wake  up  to  the  fact 
that  they  should  receive  some  coiiisideraiiou, 
and  askod  to  be  placed  on  the  same  footing 
with  regard  to  home.'-teads  and  lands  as  the 
half-breeds  of  Manitoba  Later  dominion 
surveyors  were  sent  into  the  country  to  lay 
out  the  lands.  Here  the  same  dittlcultv  was 
met  as  In  the  Red  and  As-siiiaboine 
river  dlstric**  The  half-breods.  accord- 
ing to  their  French  custom,  had  laid 
out  their  farms  in  parallelograms 
along  the  banks  of  the  Saskatche- 
wan and  its  branches,  and  the  surveyors 
were  of  course  compelled  to  destroy  tht.i  ar- 
rangement The  people  earnestly  protested. 
They  also  renewed  their  claims  for  grants  of 
240  acres  per  capita,  and  from  that  time  to 
this  the  ag-itatiou  has  been  kept  up.  Various 
complications  have  arisen  in  'the  meantime, 
and  complaints  have  been  mado  of  delays 
and  arbitrary  acts  on  the  part  of  the  govern- 
ment Riel  was  again  called  upon  for 
counsel  and  advice.  He  was  visited  in  Mon- 
tana, where  he  has  been  living,  by  a  depu- 
tation of  the  half-breeds,  and  in  response  to 
their  appeal  wi.nc  into  the  St  Laurient 
country.  The  half-breeds,  in  the  meantime, 
had  laid  their  grievances  before  tbe  domin- 
ion paillament  at  Otlaw.x  Last  September 
they  held  a  meeting  at  St  Laurent,  at  which 
they  adopted  a  bill  of  rights,  of  which  the 
following  is  the  substance: 

First,  the  subdivision  into  provinces  of  the 
Northwest  territories;  second,  tho  half-breeds 
to  receive  the  same  trrants  and  other  advantages 
as  tbe  Manitoba  half-brceds;  third,  patents  to 
be  iSHued  at  once  to  the  colonists  in  possession; 
fourth,  the  sale  of  half  a  million  acres  of  domin- 
ion lands,  the  proceeds  to  i)0  apjilird  to  the  es- 
tablishment in  the  half-breed  settlements  of 
schools,  hospitals  and  such-like  institutions, 
and  to  the  equipment  of  the  poorer  half-breeds 
with  seed  grain  and  inifilements;  fifth,  the  res- 
ervation of  100  townships  of  swamp  land  for 
dlMtribntlon  among  the  cliildrea  of  half-brecds 
durini;  the  next  120  years;  sixth,  a  vrrant  of  at 
least  $1,000  for  tbe  maintenance  ot  an  Institu- 
tion to  be  conducted  by  the  nuns  in  each  half- 
breed  settlement;  and  seventh,  better  provision 
for  the  support  of  the  Indiana. 

The  last  item,  it  is  said,  was  inserted  by 
Riel  in  order  to  please  Poundmaker,  an  In- 
dian chief  who  has  made  common  cause 
with  the  half-broeda  The  bill  of  rights  ap- 
parently asks  for  a  good  deal  more  than 
the  rebels  have  any  idea  of  obtaining,  but  it 
is  said  that  .Monsignor  Grandin.  the  Roman 
Catholic  bishop  of  that  region,  and  most  of 
the  English-speaking  settlers  are  in  favor  of 
it  Since  Riel's  presence  in  the  SasKatchc- 
won  country  he  has  been  actively  at  the 
head  of  the  movement  for  rights,  and  under 
his  leadership  the  forces  have  organized  and 
the  present  rebellion  has  been  engineereiL 
I'he  events  of  the  conflict  are  still  fresh  in 
tbe  memory  of  all 

THE  PRESENT  BEDEI.I.I0N. 

The  rebellion  war  started  in  the  early 
part  of  last  week.  At  first  the  do- 
minion government  professed  to  oon- 
Kider  tha  insurrection  as  of  no  im- 
portance, but  the  cutting  of  the  telegraph 
lines  and  the  threatening  uprising  of  the 
Indians  all  through  tbe  Saskaichawan  terri- 
tory as  well  as  theimminentdanger  in  which 
the  Canadian  Pacific  railroad  is  placed  has 
thoroughly    aroused   them,   and  troops  are 


the  field.  Tbe  exact  strength  of  Riel's  forces 
is  not  known.  It  is  said  to  be  composed  of 
500  to  1.500  men,  armed  with  Remington 
and  Winchester  rifles,  and  Gen.  Middleton 
who  is  to  command  the  government  troops 
declines  to  advance  to  the  front  with  less 
than  l,50O  men.  The  first  troops  left  Wiii- 
nii>eg  for  the  scene  of  the  rebellion  on  Thurs- 
day of  last  week.  They  comprised  six  com- 
panies of  the  Nineteeuth  battalion,  in  all  li70 
men;  to  these  are  to  be  added  the  regu- 
lar mounted  police  already  on  the  eround. 
and  several  military  companies  or^'anized  by 
the  .settlers  residing  in  the  section  where  the 
rebellion  is  in  progress.  The  troops,  however, 
are  at  Qu'Appelle,  waiting  for  reinforce- 
ments. The  first  regular  battle  between  the 
rebels  and  the  police  took  place  last  Thurs- 
day afternoon.  Ten  civilians  of  Prince  .Al- 
bert and  two  policemen  were  killed  and  four 
civilians  ana  seven  con.stables  wounded. 
The  rebel  loss  was  fifteen  killed.  A  second 
fight  at  Duck  lake,  on  Friday,  resulted  in  the 
killing  and  wounding  of  thirteen  poiioemen 
and  volunteers  and  the  death  of  forty  rebela 
Fort  Carleton  was  also  aestroyed  on  the  157th 
by  Col.  Irvine,  of  the  police  force,  to  prevent 
its  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  rebela  Vol- 
unteers are  being  called  for  by  the  govern- 
ment, and  are  responding  in  large  numbers. 
As  fast  as  equipped  they  are  being  pushed 
to  tbe  front,  and  5(H)  rnen  at  least  will  be 
ready  to  leave  Winnipeg  for  the  scene  of 
war  "m  a  few  daya 

THE  INDIANS  AT  BATTLEFOBD. 

Winnipee  Special:  The  following  was  re- 
ceived this  morning: 

Battleford,  March  31. — All  residents  In  town 
and  settlers  in  the  neighborhood  have  moved 
their  families  into  the  barracks.  Several  hun- 
dred Indians  came  down  from  Poundmaker's 
reserve  yesterday,  raiding  farmers'  houses  on 
their  way,  and  are  now  in  possession  of  the 
Methodist  school,  helping  themselves  to 
what  they  want.  They  profess  i)eace,  but 
their  actions  belie  their  words.  Three 
police  and  ten  Prince  Albert  volunteers 
and  as  many  mounted,  and  forty-one  rebels  are 
known  to  be  killed.  The  Indians  who  are  on 
the  south  side  ot  Battle  river  want  the  Indian 
acent  to  eo  there  and  see  them,  but  he  will  only 
consent  to  a  conference  with  the  chiefs  on  mid- 
dle Krnnnds.  The  Crees  and  Stonees  of  the 
Eatrle  hills  refuse  to  join  in  the  disturbance.

niTTLEi-ORD    CAPTURED.  "

from  Battleford  was  read: 

Battleford  has  been  captured  by  Indians,  who 
have  i>ossesBion  of  everv'  house  in  the  plme.  The 
settlers  escaped  to  the  barracks,  where  thfivaro 
now  awaltlncan  attack  of  the  Indians,  who  are 
gathered  on  the  south  side  of  the  river.  All  are 
well  armed.  A  fight  will  certainly  take  place 
before  morning. 

The  meeting  of  the  citizens  referred  to 
was  held  to  advise  means  for  home  pro- 
tection. Attorney  General  Hamilton  has  re- 
ceived a  number  of  threatening  letters  from 
alleged  Feuiana  The  provincial  legislature 
has  adjourned  for  a  week.  In  view  of  Feniau 
rejiorts,  the  meeting  to-night  sent  a  dis- 
patch to  Ottawa  for  arms  and  ammunition, 
for  .500  men  who  will  be  secured  in  Win- 
nipeg. I'he  police  force  will  be  enlarged, 
and  will  be  additionally  armed.  This  Fenian 
report  must  be  taken  with  salk  Consul 
Taylor  is  keeping  Washington  advised 
Middleton  has  asked  for  2.0()O  more  troop-i. 
Indian  scouts  are  engaged.  Forty -seven  reb-

A  rebel  emissary,  who  has  been  traveling 
around  amongst  "the  Indian  reserves  on  the 
Saskatchewan,  inciting  a  rising,  has  been  ar- 
rf ■^ted,  and  is  now  In  custody  at  Fort  Pitt 
News  has  l)een  received  of  a  concentration 
of  Crees  at  Poundmaker's  reserve,  and  it  is 
feared  that  Indians  are  now  about  starting 
on  tho  war  path.  A  delegation  is  on  its  way 
to  Battleford  to  make  dcmauda 

The  police  have  decided  Ut  abandon  Battle- 
ford, Duck  Lake  and  Carlton  as  posts,  and 
concentrate  their  forces  at  Prince  Albert 
Riel's  forces  have  been  gteatly  augmented.

CABLTON  ABANDONED. 

WiNNiFKO,  Special,  March  20.— An  olBcial 
dispatch  ^as  received  from  Col.  Irvine  at 
Prince  Albert  via  Battleford,  announcing  that 
be  had  destroyed  stores  and  telegraph  at 
Fort  Carlton  and  fallen  back  upon  Prince 
Albert,  forty  miles  northeast  Another 
dispatch  announced  that  Fort  Carlton  was 
burned  to  tbe  ground  on  the  27th.  The 
dispatch  did  not  state  whether  CoL  Irvine 
burned  ihe  fort  when  leaving  it,  or 
whether  the  fire  was  the  work  of  the  rebels, 
but  it  is  thought  CoL  Irvine  was  responsible 
for  its  destruction.  It  is  understood  he  was 
forced  to  fall  back  upon  Prince  Albert  in 
conscouence  of  supplies  giving  out  at  Carl- 
toa  Prince  Albert  is  a  more  defensible 
point,  and  the  citizens  will  be  relieved  bv 
the  presence  of  2.")0  police  In  their 
midst  This  is  accommodation  for  the 
police  In  Prince  Albert  Fort  Carlton  was 
situated  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Nortli 
Saskatchewan  in  a  hollow,  and  was  bullti 
with  a  view  of  protection  from  the  weather 
rather  than  for  defense  from  Indians,  as  it 
waa  a  wooden  structure. 

DETAILS  OF  THE  FIOHT. 

A  Battleford  dispatch  received  to-dajsays: 
"a  scout  just  arrived  gives  partlcularsof  the 
engagement  at  Duck  lake. Thursday,  between 
police  and  volunteers  with  the  re'bela  The 
balf-breeda  greatly  outnumbered  the  sol- 
diers, there  being  only  seventy-five  of  tho 
latter,  who  were  on  their  way  to  Duck  Lako, 
and  wero  met  by  a  flag  of  truce,  and  while 
a  parley  was  going  on  the  rebels 
opened  fire  from  positions  on  both  sides 
uf  the  trail.  An  exciting  battle  followed,  in 
which  at  least  forty  rebels  were  killed,  bn- 
sides  which  as  many  more  were  woundrtd. 
and  four  taken  prisonera  The  cannon  did 
^ood  senrlce  in  intimidating  the  enemy,  and 
if  it  had  not  been  for  that  circumstance  the 
loss  of  life  would  have  been  much  greater 
among  the  police  and  volunteera

All  the  Year  Itound. 

A  notorioDH  Thug  chief  was  Freling- 
liea,  who  was  arrested  at  Sangir  in 
1830.  This  most  atrocious  acoundrel 
confessed  to  so  manv  naurders  tliat  his 
statements  were  in  a  great  measure  dis- 
believed, fsiioiially  with  regard  to  the 
strangling  of  thr«!e  parties  of  travelers 
by  hiraself  and  4jm  comrades  somo 
years  before.  At  his  request  the 
ground  at  three  different  spots  wfiieh 
lie  carefully  pointed  out  waa  dug  up.  It 
was  then  covered  with  grass  and  bush- 
es of  old  growth,  but  on  rea<-hinga  cer- 
tain depth  the  skeletons  were  f<iun<l 
just  as  Frelingbea  had  said.  At  the 
Ix-ginning  of  the  present  •  century 
there  wero  supposed  to  be  10,000  Thugs 
ill  all  India,  who  annually  murdere<l  10,- 
( M HJ  people.  Betwe«m  the  years  1 826  and 
1h;17  more  tbanl,900  were  hanged  or  im- 
prisone<l  in  Bombay,  Madras,  and  Ben- 
gal. Thugee  Is  considered  then  to  have 
received  its  death  blow,  and  to  Lave  be- 
come within  ten  years  afterward  quite 
extinct.  But  ancient  customs  die 
bard  in  tbe  eaat,  and  it  is  not  im))os8ibl« 
that  in  the  remote  parts  of  India,  es- 
pecially in  the  native  principalities,  it 
^may  linger  even  yet.  Ol  the  thousands 
of  (lersons  who  disappear  annually  in

Ulyssos  8.  Grant,  eighteenth  president  of 
the  United  States,  was  bom  at  Point  Pleasant, 
Ohio,  April  2T,  18"i2.  His  ancestors  were 
Rctltch.  In  18:21  his  parents  removed  to  Georg«- 
town,  O.,  where  his  boyhootl  was  passed.  He 
entered  West  Point  military  academy  in  ISiil. 
His  name  originally  was  Hiram  Ulysses,  Lut 
the  appointment  was  blunderingly  made  Ulys- 
ses &,  and  BO  it  hal  to  remain.  Th6  study  in 
which  he  showed  most  proficiency  dnnng  his 
course  at  the  acadcnvv  was  mathematios.  He 
graduated  le  1S43  at  the  age  of  21  years,  rank- 
ing 2l8t  in  a  class  of  39,  and  was  made  brevet 
second  lieutenant  of  infantry,  and  attached  as 
supernumerary  lieutenant  of  the  fourth  regi- 
ment which  was  atationod  on  the  Missonri 
frontier. 

In  ItiV)  the  regiment  was  orderd  to  Tixaa, 
atid  Grant  was  commissioned  as  a  full  lieuton- 
aiit  He  first  saw  blood  shed  at  Palo  Alto, 
May  Wh,  1846.

Commissioner  of  Labor  Wright  has 
sketched  out  the  plan  of  work  he  pro- 
poses to  undertake  the  coming  season, 
and  the  reailiness  with  which  Secretary 
Lamar  falls  in  with  the  prospectus  in- 
dicates that  the  labor  bureau  will  re- 
main in  Mr.  Wright's  charge  for  at 
least  a  year.  The  commissioner  intends 
to  devote  the  coming  montlis  to  an  in- 
quiry into  the  cause  and  cure  of  "hard 
times,"  which,  as  ho  says,  is  "the  con- 
stitutional disease  so  far  as  the  labor 
question  is  concerned."  So  long  as  the 
times  are  prosperous  and  business  is 
brisk,  labor  shares  in  the  sunshine. 
But  then  come  darker  days ;  trade  falls 
off,  shops  arc  clo^eil,  wages  are  retluced 
animosities  are  excited  between  capital 
and  lalior,  there  are  strikes,  violence 
and  distress.  It  will  be  the  first  inquiry 
cf  the  bureau  to  seek  the  reasons  for 
these  industrial  depressions  and  discov- 
er, if  possible,  their  remedy.  For  this 
purpose  the  bureau  will  study  the  po- 
litical, social  and  moral  questions  in- 
volved in  labor  depressions  both  in 
this  country  and  in  others. 


Henry  Ward  Beecher,  now  on  a  lect- 
uring tour  at  the  south,  has  given  ut- 
terance to  his  views  concerning  the  re- 
lations between  whites  and  blacks. 
While  firmly  maintaining  equal  right} 
under  the  laws  for  both  races,  and  es- 
pecially those  guaranteed  to  freedmen, 
be  was  explicit  upon  one  or  two  points. 
He  said,  he  did  "not  think  it  wise  that 
whites  aud  blacks  should  mix  blood, 
yet  it  is  their  right  and  liberty  to  do  so 
if  they  choose.  Bnt  it*  is  to  be  dis- 
couraged on  tho  grounds  of  humanity. 
The  slaves  are  free;  they  must  come 
under  the  universal  la'v.  As  to  their 
social  position,  no  lefjislation  can  put 
jgrorance  and  knowledge  on  a  level, 
indoloucc  and  industry,  virtue  and  vice, 
rudeness  and  refinement.  The  house- 
hold is  to  be  free  to  choose  or  refuse  its 
company;  no  obstruction  should  be  put 
in  the  path  of  education.  All  oppor- 
tunities for  development  should  be  sa- 
credly kept  open  to  every  class,  every 
encouragement  given  to  industry, 
wealth,  refinement  aud  good  citizenship. 
After  that,  society  mi.st  be  free,  so  far 
as  legislation  is  concerned,  to  choose  its 
own  partnerauips.

After  the  evacuation  of  Richmond  ami  the 
surrender  of  Lee  at  .\ppomatox  (?ourt  House 
April  R  Grant  fiTod  his  bendquartef s  at  Vi'ash- 
ingtou  and  on  July  '~^">,  lSt>t'>  was  commissioned 
general  of  tho  United  States  army.  Ho  was 
made  secretary  of  war  during  tho  suapension  I 
of  Stanton  from  August  ir.',  lijti?,  to  January 
15,  l>xW. 

He  was  unanimously  nominated  on  tho  first 
oallot  for  president  at  the  republican  conven- 
tion held  at  Chicago  Miy  :i\,  18tJ->  with  Sclmy- 
lor  Colfax  V1C9  president.  The  ticket  carried 
^i  states.  He  was  iiiavi^rated  March  4,  ISjJ'l. 
In  1''71  President  Grant  urged  tho  annexa- 
tion of  Santo  Domingo,  but  the  senate  withhold 
its  approval.  A  cominiasion  of  fi vo  British  and 
five  American  membora,  on  May  s,  signed  a 
treaty  on  the  aubject  of  navigation  and  the 
'Alabama  Claims."  Tho  latter  was  subinittod 
to  a  court  of  arbitration  at  Geneva,  Switzer- 
land, on  Sept  14,  \>^Ti,  and  theaumof  |l.->,.">tHi,- 
DOO  was  awarded  to  be  paid  by  tho  British  gov- 
ernment to  the  United  States  for  damages  to 
American  commerce  by  Confederate  cruisers 
fitted  out  in  British  ports.  Tho  Ku-Klux  bill 
was  enforced  by  a  presidential  proclamation. 
He  appointed  a  commission  to  inquire  iulo 
civil  service  and  remedy  it 

He  was  renominated  ar.d  elected  to  another 
term  in  1.<7'J.  In  lb74  he  vetoed*  bill  to  increase 
the  volume  ofcurrenoy. 

At  the  close  of  his  term,  accompanied  by  his 
family,  he  made  a  trip  around  the  world,  aud 
•verywhors  received  with  the  highest  honors 
»ver  accorded  acitizen  of  the  United  States.  His 
return  home  was  a  perfect  ovation  from  San 
Francisco,  whoro  he  landed,  to  hia  homo  at 
3alona,  whence  ho  had  started  on  his  brilliant 
jareer. 

Ho  afterwards  removed  to  New  York  and  cu- 
jagod  in  busille^'s,  which  resultt'd  disastrously. 
His  last  days  were  burdened  by  regret  tliat  his 
honorable  "name  should  go  down  Ui  po.^tcrity 
with  the  blot  he  fancies  tho  exploits  of  his 
partner  Ferdinand  Ward  have  cast  upon  it  by 
nis  business  transactions. 

In  the  summer  of  I'^M  Gen.  Grant  viaircd  St 
Paul  as  the  gue.-it  of  Ibniry  ViUard  on  the  cele- 
bration of  tho  opening  of  thoNortheru  Pacific 
railroad.  Of  all  tho  notablesof  that  auspicious 
day  Gen.  Grant  was  tho  cynosure  of  every  eye 
In  tho  vaat  multitude  that  throngea  the  line  of 
march. 

On  the  3d  of  February  last  congress  accepted 
the  war  relics  and  mementoes  of  the  famous 
hero,  upon  which  he  had  placed  a  mortgage 
to  William  Vautlerbilt  to  secure  a  loan  of  $|.">0,- 
XKJ  and  which  Vandorbilt  presented  Mrs. 
3rant,  she  accepting,  on  condition  that  they  bo 
presented  to  t'no  Unite.l  States.  The  memen- 
toes will  be  placed  in  tlic  government  building. 
On  tho  4th  of  March  Gon.  Grant  was  placed 
on  the  retired  list  of  the  army,  with  rank  and 
pay  of  general,  and  thotirst  official  act  of  Pres- 
ident Cleveland  was  to  sign  Gen.  Grant's  com- 
mission. 


The  Frlao;  and  Princess  of  Wales  In  Dub- 
lin-Both  Entixoslasmaaa  Disorder  Pro- 
voked. 

The  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  and  their 
eldest  eon,  Princo  Albert  Victor,  arrived  in 
Dublin,  Ireland,  on  the  8th.  A  dispatch  says: 
They  arrived  at  Dublin  at  3  o'clock  aud  were 
accorded  a  splendid  welcomo.  lii  answer  to 
the  addresa  of  welcofUo  presented  to  him  by 
\b6  eitiz6ns'  committee,  the  prince  said  ha 
was  delighted  to  renew  his  acquaintance 
With  Dublin.  In  the  passage  through  the 
streets  of  the  city  the  party  waa  everywhere 
greeted  with  euthusiaam.  The  housoa  on 
both  sides  of  the  avenues  along  which  they 
proceeded  were  adorned  with  beautiful 
decorations  and  crowded  with  spectators, 
eager  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  future  king  aud 
queen.  Along  tho  routo  of  the  royal  proces- 
sion on  its  way  to  Dublin  castle  many  persons 
were  crowded  in  past  the  escort  of  the 
lancers.  The  prinoo  of  Wales  took  all  these 
irregularities  good-naturodly  and  reassured 
tho  displaced  spectators  by  shaking  hands 
cordially  with  all  of  them  within  his  reach. 
Earl  Spencer,  tho  Irish  viceroy,  was  loudly 
cheered  as  he  drove  through  the  streets  of 
Dubliu  in  the  procession.  Lord  Mayor  John 
O'Connor,  who  is  a  strong  Nationalist,  but  who 
.  dro^e  in  offic  lal  state  with  the  royal  escort, 
where'bli  i  ***  IC'Udly  hissed  by  the  Natioualista

sign  of  wolcomo  ia  visible  on  the  city  hall  of 
Dublin,  and  this  fact  stamla  out  so  conspicu- 
ously as  to  force  comments.  Fully  a  thoU!>aiid 
students  paraded  the  streets  and  marched  to 
Dublin  castle,  singing  loyal  songs  aud  carrying 
union  jacks  on  the  end  of  walking  sticks.  The 
royal  visitora  are  loudly  cheered  wherever 
they  appear. 

Before  tho  procession  started,  an  address  of 
welcomo  Ijy  tho  chamber  of  commeroo  was 
read.  It  dwelt  specially  upon  the  beneflceiit 
inflnenco  which  tho  visit  of  the  prince  and 
princess  would  exercise  upon  the  welfare  of 
Ireland  It  alluded  also  to  the  labors  of  the 
prince  in  the  cause  of  housing  the  poor  of 
London,  a  subject,  the  address  said,  of  great 
interest  to  many  people  in  the  Irish  capital 
When  the  procession  was  about  to  start  sever- 
al bands  joined  in  rendering  tbo  air  of  "God 
Bless  the  Prince  of  Wales." 

■Phe  pnncess  of  W  ales  captured  the  popu- 
lace at  sight  The  refined  lieanty  of  her  face 
and  the  elegance  of  her  fi'.ruro  were  most  artis- 
tically »et  off  in  a  special  costume  of  green, 
which  hatl  t)een  made  for  the  occasion.  The 
!  dress  was  composed  of  a  close- fitting,  dark 
green  velvet  bodice,  with  a  silk  s'airt  to  match, 
and  a  princess  bonnot  trimmed  T-ilh  beads  and 
dark-groen  feathers.  This  tribute  to,  the  Irish 
colors,  so  deftly  aud  beautifully  made  was  in- 
stantly recognized  by  tbe  people,  and  her  roya 
highness  was  evervwhero  greeted  with  ap- 
l)lau8e.  After  luncfieon  at  Dublin  castle,  which 
was  over  at  about  ;f:30  in  tho  afteraoon,  the 
prince  and  party  proceeded  to  the  Dublin  so- 
eiety'a  show  at  Ball's  bridge.

At  Ball'a 
bridge  tho  reception  waa  juat  as  en- 
tliusiastie  as  the  ono  on  College 
green,  and  the  ciioering  along  tho  route  was 
neariy  and  unanimous.  Tho  exhibition  was 
varioil,  one  of  tho  features  being  a  series  of 
extraoidiiiai-j'  jumping  feats.

"What  are  the  chances  of  another  hemorrh- 
age';'" 

"One  is  likely  to  occur  at  any  time,  but  I  do 
not  think  it  will  alarm  the  physicians.  It  can 
be  stopped  before  any  material  damage  ii 
dona.  That  on  Tuesday  last  was  expected  by 
the  doctors,  though  it  came  a  little  too  sooa 
There  is  little  trouble  now  with  the  throat,  ai 
it  is  under  control  Whatever  pain  ho  suffers 
now  is  relieved  by  the  constant  application  if 
cocain  " 

"  You  regard  the  general's  condition  aa  fa- 
vorable then"/"  inquired  tha  reporter. 

"Undoubtedly  his  faculties  are  as  clear  aa 
they  ever  were,  and  he  is  fully  capable  of  trans- 
acting any  business  that  might  come  to  a  man 
in  active  life.  He  would  be  aa  able  to  direcl 
the  movements  of  an  army  in  the  field  to-day 
as  he  was  twenty  years  ara,  so  far  astiis  men- 
tal condition  is  concerned. 

"Does  the  general  show  the  effecta  of  hia 
long  confinement?" 

"Only  in  a  measure,  and  not  so  greatly  as 
has  been  stated  m  the  newspapers.  The  face 
la  full  and  inclined  to  be  flushed,  rather  than 
pale.  There  is  a  worn  appearance  and  sink- 
ing in  behind  the  ears  and  in  the 
back  of  his  nock,  but  that  comes 
mostly  from  his  loss  of  blood  Tues- 
day. I  would  not  SI  y  that  his  body  is  emaci- 
ated That  is  not  tho  word  His  arms  and 
lirogs  have  bocoms  amall  aud  thin,  and  he  baa 
lost  rtosh,  but  it  is  far  from  a  condition  that  is 
implied  by  calling  it  emaciated  Of  course  his 
eyes  are  not  as  bright  as  they  might  be,  but 
to-day  there  was  a  gloam  in  them  that  I  have 
not  seen  before  for  a  month. "

New  York  Special:  Gen.  Grant  is  not  aa 
moody  and  despondent  aa  ho  was  a  few  days 
ago.  While  ono  of  his  physiciana  waa  with 
him  early  this  morning  reference  waa  made, 
incidentally,  to  tho  fact  that  one  week  ago  to- 
day he  was  on  the  point  of  death  and  only  sav- 
ed by  the  timely  injection  of  brandy. 

"Yon  saved  my  life  then,  doctor,*^  Gon.  Orant 
said,  '-but  what  was  tho  use  of  if/" 

"We  had  been  doing  the  besfwo  could,"  waa 
the  physician's  replv. 

"I  appreciate  it  all,"  continued  tha  general 
"though  I  don't  say  much  about  it  I  would 
trumpet  you  from  one  end  of  the  world  to  tha 
other  if  you  could  cure  me  entirely. 

As  the  sick  man,  lying  back  amid  hia  pillow! 
on  his  arm  chair,  said  this,  he  looked  his  phy- 
sician straight  In  the  eye.  There  was  a  sudden 
gleam  and  brightening  up  in  his  gaze,  as  he 
was  trying  to  read  the  doctor's  mind  before 
he  could  speak.

The  Bnaso  Afghan  Pl^ht  Iitkely  to  Pre- 
elpltate  War  Between  Eaplandand  Bua-

The  Official  Messenger,  at  St  Petersburg, 
published  tho  following: 

Gen.  Ranioroff  rtports  that  in  consequence 
of  hostile  manii'estatioua  by  the  Afghans  ho 
was  compelled  to  attack  them.  The  Afghans 
were  posted  on  both  banks  of  the  Rivor  Kuskh, 
In  an  entronehed  position.  Tho  fi,c;ht  occurred  on 
the  ;iOth  of  last  m  >nth.  The  Afghan  force  was  S,- 
0l!0  men  and  eii;ht  guns,  and  was  defeated  with 
the  loss  of  kH  the  field  artillery,  two  standards 
of  banners  and  the  entire  camp  outlit,  and  all 
the  provisions  of  tho  -Afghans  were  captured 
The  Russian  loss  was  three  subalterns  aud  ten 
soldiers  killed  and  twenty-nine  wouudod. 
When  the  fighting  ended  Gen.  Kamoroff  return- 
ed to  the  position  he  had  formerly  occupied. 

A  dispatch  to  the  London  Times  fromGulian 
of  April  3  states  that  tho  Russians,  while  mak- 
ing a  pret-'Xt  of  changing  their  outposts  on  the 
Afghan  frontier,  attacked  Penjdeh,  March  30, 
and  drove  tbo  Afghans  out  of  their  positions. 

Mr.  Gladstone  said  in  Parliamont  England 
had  kept  her  part  of  this  agro^raont  Up  to 
March  30,  at  least,  tho  .Afghans  had  made  no 
advance  nor  any  forward  movement  of  any 
kind.  So  far  as  tho  information  possessed 
by  tho  ministers  went,  the  government  must 
regard  tho  attack  by  tho  Russians  upon 
Penjdeh  as  unprovoked.  The  government 
had  asked  lor  an  explanation  of  this 
attack  from  Russia,  but,  of  course  suf- 
ficient time  had  not  yet  elapsed  for  the  re- 
ceipt of  an  answer  to  this  request  Sir  Ed- 
ward Tho:-ntoii,  the  British  ambassador  at 
St  Petersburg,  had,  however,  tclegraped 
that  M.  1)0  Gicrs,  tho  Ruswian  prime  minis- 
ter, had  exi>rcssed  for  himself  and  for  the  czar 
an  earnest  hope  that  this  unhappy  incident 
might  not  prevent  the  continuatiou  of  the  ne- 
gotiations for  peace. 

This  remark  was  grcete<I  with  elionta  of 
derisive  laughter  and  tho  impression  is 
that  war  between  England  and  Russia  cannot 
be  adverted 

The  anti-Russian  feeling  in  both  parties  in 
the  house  of  commona  amounts  to  a  passion. 
If  Russia's  explanation  of  tho  attacK  on  the  Af- 
ghans ba  delayod  or  incomplete,  the  British 
govoument  will  be  forced  to  declare  war  or  re- 
sign. Decline  in  consols  since  the  opening  of 
Afghan  frontier  dispute  baa  been  5  per  cent, 
which  equals  the  fall  in  consols  at  tho  opening 
of  the  Orimeiii  war.

Ho  was  born  in  Now  England,  and  had  lived  in 
Wisconsin  since  1H,")7,  when  ho  came  west  with 
his  motlior,  who  was  a  widow  at  th)  time,  aud 
who  afterward  marriiul  Gen.  Harrison  C.  Ho- 
hart  Ho  was  educated  at  Appleton,  and  enlisted 
at  Chilton  soonafterthebreakingoiitof  the  war 
as  a  private  in  hia  stop- father's  regiment  At 
the  close  of  the  war  he  camo  out  a  captain, 
aince  tbe  war  ho  has  spent  moat  of  his  time  in 
tho  government  engineer  corps,  and  was  for 
many  years  stationed  in  Michigan  while  on 
governmeut  work.  He  went  to  Milwaukee 
about  a  year  ago,  purcaased  an  interest  in  the 
Sunday  Telegraph,  which  he  has  since  edited 
conjouitly  with  Col  Watrous,  the  senior  pro- 
prietor.

ta  Sioux  to  what  is  known  as  the  Crow  Creok 
agency,  and  tho  further  f&fX  that  the  Winnoba- 
goos, on  March  8, 18*)."),  deded  their  land  to  the 
United  States  and  went  to  Nebraska,  and  in 
1^1  the  various  bands  of  Sioux  on 
the  Crow  Creek  reservation  wore  removed 
to  Nebraska,  and  wandormg  bands 
of  Sioux  went  upon  and  occupied  the  abandou- 
ed  lands,  the  opinion  is  stated  that  these  lands 
are  found  not  to  be  reiervations  in  a  strict  le- 
gal sense,  but  understood  to  have  been  such 
generally  and  by  the  goveremout  itself,  there- 
fore tho  grant  must  be  held  to  refer  to  such 
lands  as  were  reputed  to  ba  reservations. 
Tho  words  in  the  treaty  are  amply  sufficient 
to  point  out  the  poi-tion  of  tho  publio 
domain  intended  to  bo  ceded  To  these  con- 
siderations may  bo  added  that  Indian  treaties 
are  not  constructed  strictly  but  hberally  in  fa- 
vor of  tho  Indiana,  ('i  opinion,  4(ii,  the  Kan- 
sas Indiana;  5  Wallace,  7:i7.)

It  will  suriirise  Gen  Grant'a  physicians  very 
much  if  he  dies  within  a  week.  The  chances 
are  that  he  will  live  two  weeks  longer,  and  I 
would  not  give  much  odds  that  ho  will  live  un- 
til May.  Of  course,  some  nnforeseen  accident, 
such  as  sudden  faintness  of  the  heart,  mav  oc- 
cur at  any  moment  and  upset  my  phropnesy, 
but  with  that  possible  exception,  I  think  you 
will  find  it  a  true  one." 
"What  is  to  be  feered  most?"  was  asked 
'First  of  all,  blood  poisoning.  Tho  trouble 
Tuesday  morning  was  caused  by  the  lodge- 
ments in  the  rear  of  the  larnyx  suddenly  be- 
coming loose  and  leaving  the  raw  sores  un- 
covered.

less sea  on  who.se  bosom  they  arc  set. 
It  is  a  painful  surprise,  though,  to  see 
that  such  enchanting  natural  loveli- 
ness has  become  the  home  of  such 
an  unsatisfactory  phase  of  hu- 
man life.  The  ship  comes  to  an- 
chor before  the  town  of  Kingston, 
landing  at  the  foot  of  a  plain  which 
slopes  downward  from  the  magnificent 
hills  to  a  blue  aud  shining  sea.  As 
soon  as  you  disemoark  vou  tiud  tho 
streets  filthy,  lined  with  wretched 
hovels  and  poorly-built  houses,  the 
black  inhabitants,  dirty,  with  torn 
clothes,  lounging  along  the  streets,  yet 
laughing  and  contented  in  the  midst  o( 
dirt  and  degradation.  Even  the  white 
people  who  have  lived  here  long  seem 
to  have  become  affected  with  the  pre- 
vailing spirit  or  to  be  unable  to  cope 
with  it,  for  they  aro  contented  to  have 
such  disoroer  around  them  as  they 
would  never  have  submitted  to  in  their 
native  countries.  No  one  expects  to 
have  orders  exactly  carried  out  or  any- 
thing done  at  the  time  set.  At  tbe 
best  hotel,  universally  so  considered, 
the  food  is  wretched,  tho  tablecloth 
dirty,  the  company  extremely    mixed.

Don't 
imagine  that  societv  could  not  get 
along  without  you.  Vou  must  know 
that'society  thinks  only  of  your  money 
and  nothing  of  you,  aud  if  your  father 
was  to  lose  his  dollars  to-day  that  to- 
morrow would  find  you  knocking  at 
society's  closed  doors.  And  the  me- 
chanic pities  you  and  says,  "Weli,  I 
would  not  exchange  places  with  him," 
and   ho   means   it. 

Suppose  you  put   on  an  old  suit  of 
clothes  and  go  down    to  tho   machiuu 
shop  or  the    factory  or  the   printing 
ollieo    and   commence   at    the   bottom 
round   :ind  work    up.     There    will  bo 
boys   there    that    will   laugh    at  your

inhabitants  is  depressing.  You  won- 
der if  such  a  forlorn  condition  of  af- 
fairs is  the  necessary  result  of  life  in  a 
hot  climate,  or  whether  it  may  b»!  ow- 
ing to  errors  of  goverumont  or  to  the 
reputed  exhaustion  of  tho  soil  of 
Jamaica,  and  conseijuent  decay  of  the 
island's  prospority,  or  evi-n  to  tho 
enormous  preponderance  of  the  black 
race.  For  here,  as  in  the  other  islands, 
white  faces  are  the  exception;  the 
mass  of  the  population  are  black,  with 
a  certain  proportion  of  colored  peo- 
ple, as  those  of  mixed  blood  are  called. 
On  the  whole  island,  by  the  last  census, 
there  were  14,43'2  whites.  100,946  color- 
ed people,  and  444.186  blicks.  What- 
ever tho  cause  may  be,  tho  result  is 
repellent,  and  the  aspect  of  humanity 
here  does  all  it  can  lo  offset  the  at- 
tractiveness of  the  land. 

But  that  attractiveness,  at  any  rate 
in   the   winter  season,  is  wonderfully 
great.     After    a  few  days  at  the  best 
hotel,  we  decided  that,in  order  to  spend 
a  winter  in  Jamaica  with  any  comfort. 
It  would  be  necessary   to  keep   house, 
and  so  went  to  look  at  furnished  houses 
in   the    mountains   back   of   Kingston. 
To  do  this  we  had  to  drive  to  the  foot- 
hills, and  then   go  on  horseback  over 
the  narrow  bridle  paths  which   led   to 
the    summit    of  the    mountains.     We 
wound    about  through   the  mountain 
gorges,   thickly  planted   with    bioad- 
leaved  bananas  and  occasional  orange 
groves.     Perched  above  them  on  the 
steep  sides  we  saw  solitary  negro  huts, 
thatched  with  palm,  with  sides  woven 
of  rude  wicker  work.     I  had  read  so 
often  of  travelers  who  felt  a  thrill  of 
delight  at  the  first  sight  of    tropical 
vegetation  that  I  had  come  to  distrust 
them,  and  was  amazed   to    find    that 
there  really  was  something  thrilling  in 
the  sight  of  oven  such  a  mildly   tropi- 
cal vegetation    as    we  saw   that  day. 
There  were  myriads  of  hibiscus  shrubs 
with  glowing  scarlet  blossoms,  poin- 
settias  waved -across  tho  way  like  red 
flags,   purple  passion    flowers  twined 
along  the  patch,  and  strange  orchids 
and  ferns  nodded  from  its  side.«.  Long, 
thin  cacti  crawled  over  the  rocks  like 
green  snakes,  and  near  t  .em  grew  im- 
mense clusters  of  pink  begonia,  which 
the  boy  with  us  called  rock    bush.     It 
was  not  that  the  vesretation,  at  lea.st  in 
the    part  of   the   mountains  which  we 
traversed,  was  denser  or  finer  than   in 
some   damp    northern    forest,  or    tho 
flowers  more  plentiful,  but  that  they 
were  either  new  or  thatsiich  as  we  are 
accustomed    to    see  cherished  in  hot- 
bouses  here  grow  wild. 

After  passing  for  two  hours  through 
scenery  of  the  wildest  and  most  pic- 
taresque  beauty  we  finally  reached  the 
Bummit,  where" the  view  was  superb.

TEE  CREDIT   STSTEM. 


The  LosMs  Snitained  by  Farmers  in  Conse- 
qaence  of  tHe  Liberal  Vie  of  Credit. 

Until  about  twenty-five  years  ago, 
ays  The  Chic 'go  Times,  almost  all  the 
trade  of  farmers  was  carried  on  by 
means  of  barter.  They  exchanged  the 
products  of  their  farms  not  only  for 
^oods.  but  for  the  services  of  mechan- 
ics. A  farmer  took  a  load  of  grain, 
fruit,  or  meat  to  the  nearest  town,  and 
exchanged  it  on  the  best  terms  he 
could  for  articles  he  wanted  for  him- 
self or  family.  Sometimes  a  farmer 
would  make  a  contract  with  some 
nountry  merchant  to  take  his  surplus 
grain  at  the  current  price  and  receive 
the  worth  of  it  in  goods  as  he  wanted 
them.  The  majority  of  men  hired  to 
do  work  on  farms  received  little  or  no 
lash.  They  took  orders  on  the  mer- 
shants  with  whom  their  employers 
traded.  Hired  girls  received  orders 
for  dry  goods  instead  of  money.  Un- 
less cash  was  expressly  stipulated,  the 
majority  of  laborers  expected  to  re- 
ceive "store  pay"  for  their  work.  In 
many  of  the  northern  states,  butter, 
eggs,  sheep  pelts,  and  dried  apples 
took  tne  place  of  money.  They  form- 
ed the  great  bulk  of  the  currency,  and 
without  them  it  would  have  been  difti- 
?ult  to  carry  on  a  retail  business. 
I'hoy  constituted  theeonnuon  circulat- 
ing "medium.  They  were  refused  by 
scarcely  any  one.  except  the  tax  col- 
lector, the  postmaster,  and  the  travel- 
ing showman

Snails  as  Food. 

The  taste  for  snails  as  food  is  grow- 
ing in  France.  Ttie  ancient  Romans 
ctiltivated  these  gasteropods  on  a  very 
extensive  scale.  Their  parks  were 
larse  and  surrounded  by  water,  so 
that  the  snails  could  not  escape,  and 
an  abundant  supply  of  moisture  could 
always  be  at  hand.  At  fattenlng-time 
the  animals  were  put  in  earthen  pots 
pierced  with  holes,  and  rubbed  on  the 
inside  with  flour  mixed  with  wine. 
Some  of  them  grew  to  be  Tory  large. 
The  Romans  liked  snails  because  they 
provoked  thirst  and  gave  an  excuse 
1  for  drinking  wine,— Toro/jto  Qlobt. 


The  civil  war  and  the  general  intro- 
duction of  railroads  changed  all  this. 
The  former  was  the  lueans  of  causing 
money  to  circulate  freely,  and  indi- 
rectly produced  a  safe  paper  currency. 
The  latter  brought  a  cash  market  to 
the  neighborhood  where  almost  every 
farmer  lived.  At  nearly  every  rail- 
way station  persons  established  them- 
selves who  were  rea<ly  to  pay  cash  for 
every  article  produced  on  farms. 
Farmers  now  receive,  or  may  receive, 
cash  for  whatever  they  have  lo  dispose 
of.  Thoy  also  have  the  means  of  as- 
certaining in  every  considerable  town 
on  any  day  tho  price  of  every  com- 
modity in  all  the  |)riiicipal  markets  in 
the  world.  A  few  traders  in  some 
sparsely-settled  districts  continue  »o 
do  a  barter  business  tor  the  accommo- 
dation of  some  of  their  customers. 
But  it  is  conducted  on  a  cash  iKisis. 
The  farmer  knows  the  cash  i»rice  of 
the  articles  he  sells  as  well  as  of  those 
ho  buys.  In  most  towns,  however, 
one  set  of  men  buy  products  of  farm- 
ers anc'  pay  money  for  them,  while  an- 
other set  sell  tho  goods  that  farmers 
dosire  to  purchase.  The  farmer  no 
longer  asks  how  many  pounds  of  su- 
gar ho  can  get  for  a  ero<;k  of  butter  at 
a  certain  weight.  Neither  does  he  in- 
quire as  to  how  many  clothespins  he 
can  obtain  for  a  dozen  eggs. 

Trade  in  one  respect  is  now  con- 
ducted in  the  country  in  tho  same 
way  that  it  is  in  cities.  It  is  cairied 
on  through  the  a<;eney  of  money.  It 
is  to  bo  regretted  that  it  is  not  always 
conducted  on  a  c:ish  basis  as  well  as 
on  a  money  basis.  The  credit  system 
l)rev;»ils  to  an  ;ilmost  :il:uuiing  extent 
among  the  farmers  of  the  northwest. 
Some  classes  of  goo<ls,  notably  agri- 
cultural implements,  are  generally 
sold  on  credit.  Tho  high  prices  asked 
for  most  of  them  are  cliielly  due  to  tho 
fact  that  they  are  sold  on  long  time, 
(.'a^h  was  requinul  to  purchase  mate- 
rials to  m:\ke  the  implements  and  to 
pay  workmen  for  putting  them  to- 
gether. Manufact.irers  and  dealers 
make  a  large  addition  to  the  prices  of 
articles  that  are  sold  on  time.  If  the 
practice  of  .selling  them  on  credit  is  I 
•renersl,  the  cash  biivers  are  assessed 
to  make  up  the  losses  that  occur.  In 
some  sections  of  the  west  it  is  rare  to 
find  a  farmer  who  is  not  in  debt  for 
plows,  harrows,  seeders,  mowing  and 
reaping  machines.  The  purcluises  are 
generally  made  in  anticipation  of 
I  large  crop^,  which  in  many  cases  arc 
'  not  raised.  In  the  event  of  a  satisfact- 
i  ory  crop,  tho  money  received  for  it  is 
generally  all  required  to  i)ay  for  the 
machinery  purchased  to  help  produce 
it. 

The  practice  often  indulged  in  by 
farmers  of  having  nn  open  account 
with  merchaits  is  not  in  the  interest 
of  thrift  and  economv.  Persons  often 
purchase  articles  that  they  do  not 
really  need  when  they  can  obtain  them 
without  the  payment  of  money.  They 
see  thom  in  a  store,  know  that  they  can 
obtain  thom  on  credit,  have  them  adtled 
to  their  account,  and  take  them  home. 
When  all  the  members  of  a  farmer's 
family  are  allowed  to  obtain  goods  in 
this  way,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  ac- 
count becomes  very  large,  and  that  it 
is  all  on  one  sidi?  of  the  ji)urnal  or 
ledger.  The  wonder  is,  taking  the  sea- 
sons as  they  go.  that  the  farmer  has 
any  money  after  he  has  settled  his 
store  bills  with  the  money  received 
from  the  sale  of  his  crop.  There  is 
genuine  pleasure  in  having  money  in 
one's  pocket.  There  is  also  genuine 
pleasure  in  having  money  to  spend  for 
articles  wanted  for  present  or  future 
use.  Very  few  persons,  however,  ex- 
perience much  gratification  in  p:vying 
out  a  large  sum  of  hard-earned  money 
for  clothes  that  have  been  worn  out, 
food  that  has  been  eaten,  and  fuel  that 
has  been  burned.  There  is  very  little 
leasure  in  payincr  for  pastenjoyment. 
one  is  happy  in  paying  for  a  frolic 
that  occurred  so  long  ago  that  it  is 
almost  forgotten. 

Much  of  tho  misery  and  many  of  the 
misfortunes  of  society  come  from  an- 
ticipating money  that  is  to  bo  earned. 
Many  persons  living  in  large  towns 
spend  thoir  wages  a  week  or  month  in 
advance  of  the  regular  pay-day.  They 
are  always  in  debt,  and,  of  course,  al- 
ways without  ready  money.  They  are 
never  in  a  situation  to  take  advantage 
of  a  low  market  to  lay  in  a  stock  of  the 
things  they  are  certain  to  need  in  a 
short  time.  Let  even  a  short  sickness 
occur,  or  let  them  bo  turned  out  of 
employment  for  a  brief  period,  and 
they  are  dependent  on  charity  for  sup- 
port. They  are  members  of  the  great, 
unthrifty  niultitudo  that  is  to  be  found 
in  every  largo  city.  The  farmer's  pay- 
dav  comes  at  long  and  sometimes  at 
uncertain  intervals.  When  it  does 
come,  it  should  result  in  the  reception 
of  money  that  can  be  used  for  present 
and  future  wants  and  pleasures.  If 
all  tlie  money  received  for  crops  and 
animals  is  reijuired  to  pay  debts  con- 
tracted during  tho  year,  tho  coming 
season  will  be  tievoicl  of  pleasure,  and 
quite  likely  of  prosperity.  The  farm- 
ers who  succeed  best  in  business  and 
who  have  the  most  enjovment  are 
those  who  have  ready  money.  A  farm- 
er to  be  happily  situated  should  be  a 
\ear  ahead  of  demands  for  money, 
and  not  a  year  behind. 

Before  the  war,  farmers  in  the  south- 
ern states  were  generally   in   debt    lor 
their  current  expenses.     They  ordinar- 
ily depended  on  a  single  crop  of  tobac- 
co, cotton,  or  sugar  for  money.      This 
crop    was  all   sold    at  one  time.     The 
money  received  for  it,  in  the  great  ma- 
jority of  ca>;es,  went  to  pay  debts.  The 
farmer  lived  a  year  in  advance   of  his 
income.   As  he  was  obliged  to  purchase 
on    credit,    ho   p.aid  from  2.5  to  60  per 
i  cent,  more  for  his  supplies  than  farm- 
I  ers  in  .some  of  the  northern  states  did 
where  busine-s  was   conducted  on  the 
cash    principle.     Since   the   war,    the 
farmers  in    many   parts   of   the   south 
have  given  up  buying  goods  on  credit. 
The  change  has  been  productive   of   a 
-fate  of   prosperity    never   known  be- 
ore.  The  report  now  comes  from  Can- 
da  that  the   farmers    have   generally 
I   resolved  to  buy  and  sell  only  for  cash. 
Hv  agreeing  to  pay  cash  for  all  the  ar- 
'  licles  they  purchase,  dealers  in  almost 
,\ll  kinds  of  goods  have  made  large  re- 
luctions  in  prices.      This  change  from 
a    credit   to  a  cash  system  has  been 
l)ronc:ht  about  largely  by  the  exertions 
^t   the  lueiubecB  ol   the  order  ol  the

po.ssible  way  and  manner. 

Crymnastics,  often  called  calisthenics, 
when  practiced  by  young  ladies  and 
children,  were  greatly  appreciated  by  : 
the  ancients,  and  have  become  very 
fashionable  pastimes  in  these  days,  but 
it  is  necessary  to  have  suitable,  easy- 
fitting  dresses  when  taking  lessons  of 
the  clever  and  even  talentea  masters 
and  mistresses,  especially  educated  for 
giving  instruction  in  such  exercises. 

The  pretty  gymnastic  costumes  for 
children  are  mostly  composed  of  short 
troupers  and  a  blouse  of  gray  linen, 
either  ornamented  with  rows  of  stitch- 
ing, or  embroidered  tastefully  with

TEXT  OF  THE  PEOCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  By  an  executive  order  bearing  dato 
tho  -'7th  of  February,  18ii5,  it  was  ordered  that 
'all  that  tract  of  country  in  tho  territory  of 
Dakota,  known  as  the  old  Winnobago  reserva- 
tion and  the  Sioua  or  Crow  Creek  reservation, 
and  Ijiug  on  the  bast  bank  of  the  Missouri  river. 
Set  apart  and  resorved  by  executive  order  dated 
Jan.  11,  1875,  and  whicii  is  not  covered  by  the 
Isrecutive  brder  dated  Aug.  '.),  IMT^.i;  restoring 
certain  of  the  landA  reserved  by  tho  order  of  Jan. 
II,  1>>7.5.  except  the  followihg  described  tracts: 
I'ownship  No.  108  north,  range  71  west;  1('8 
north,  ranpe  V-i  west;  fractional  township  loS 
north,  range  7.'i  west;  tho  we.st  half  of  section 
4,  sections  5,6,  7,  8,  ".»,  16,  17,  IH.  19,  30,  'il,  ~'S, 
29,  ao,  ;{1,  :J2  and  ;«,  of  township  107  north, 
range  71  west;  107  north,  range  72  west;  107 
north,  range  7:i  west;  the  west  half  of  town- 
ship It'U  north,  range  70  west,  and 
fractional  township  IOC  north,  range 
71  west;  and  except,  also,  all  the 
tracts  within  the  limits  of  tho  aforesaid  Winno- 
bago resirvatiou  and  the  Sioux  or  Crow  Creek

as,  upon  tho  claim  boingmadethatsaidordeiTS 
illegal,  and  in  violation  of  the  plighted  faith  and 
obligations  of  tho  United  States,  contained  in 
sundry  treaties  heretofore  entered  into  with 
the  Indian  tribes  or  bands  occupants  of  said 
reservation,  and  that  tho  further  execution  of 
said  order  with  not  occasion  much  distress  and 
suffering  to  tho  peaceable  Indians,  and  eu- 
goLder  amongs  thorn  a  distnist  of  tho  national 
government,  I  have  determined  after  a  careful 
examination  of  the  several  treaties,  acts  of 
congress  and  other  official  data,  bearing  on 
the  sudjcct,  aided  and  assisted  therein  by  the 
advice  and  opinion  of  the  attorney  general 
of  the  United  States,  duly  rendered  in 
that  l)ehalf,  that  the  lands  so  proposed 
to  be  restored  to  the  public  domain  by  said  ex- 
ecutive order  of  Feb.  27,  1S.S5,  are  included  as 
existing  Indian  reservations  on  the  ea.st  bank 
of  tho  Missouri  river,  by  the  terms  of  the  sec- 
ond article  of  tlio  treaty  with  the  Sioux  Indians, 
concluded  April  2".>,  18«8,  and  that  conseqnontly 
beicg  treaty  rcsorvatiocs,  the  executive  was 
without  lawful  power  to  restore  them  to  tho 
public  domain  by  said  executive  order,  which 
is  therefore  deemed  and  considered  to  be 
wholly  inoperative  and  voiiL  And  whereas,  tho 
laws  of  the  United  States  provide  for  tho 
removal  of  all  persons  residing  or  be- 
ing found  upon  Indian  lands  and 
territory  without  permission  expressly 
and  legally  obtained  of  the  interior  depart- 
ment: Now,  therefore,  in  order  to  maintain 
inviolate  the  solemn  pledges  and  plighted 
faith  of  the  government,  as  given  in  the  trea- 
ties in  question,  and  for  tho  purpose  of  prop- 
erly protecting  tho  interest  of  the  Indian 
tribes  as  well  aa  of  the  Uuitod  States  in  the 
premises,  and  to  tho  end  that  no  person  or  per- 
sons may  be  induced  to  enter  upon  said  lands, 
where  they  will  not  bo  allowed  to  remain  with- 
out tho  peimissiou  of  tho  authority  aforesaid,  I, 
GroverCleveland,pro8ideiit  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  the  said  execu- 
tive order  of  Feb.  27,  lt<f<5,  to  be  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  treaty  obligations  of  the  United 
States  with  the  Sioux  tribe  of  Indians,  and 
therefore  to  bo  inoperative  and  of  no  effect 
And  1  further  declare  that  the  lands  intonded 
to  l>e  embraced  tliorein  in  existing  reservations, 
and  as  such  are  availablo  for  Indian  purposes 
alone,  and  BuV)ject  to  tho  Indian  intercourao 
acts  of  tho  United  States.  I  do  further  warn 
and  admonish  all  and  every  person  or  per- 
sons now  in  tho  occupation  of  said  lands, 
under  color  of  said  executive  order, 
and  all  such  person  or  persons 
as  are  intending  orprep;iriug  to  enter  and  set- 
tle upon  tho  same  thereunder,  that  they  will 
neither  bo  permitted  to  remain  or  enter  upon 
said  lands,  and  such  pcreoiis  as  aro  already 
there  are  hereby  requested  to  vacate  and  re- 
move therefrom  with  their  effects  within  sixty 
days  from  the  dato  hereof,  and  iu  case  a  duo 
regard  for  and  voluntary  obe<hcnco  to  tho 
laws  and  treaties  of  the  United  Statoe  and  this 
admonition  and  warning  be  not  sufficient  to 
effect  the  pur]>o<jes  and  intentions  as  herein 
declared,  all  tiio  power  of  tho  government  will 
bo  employed  to  carry  into  proper  ( xecution  tho 
trbaties  and  laws  of  the  Umted  States  herein 
referred  to.

II 
as  communicated  somewhat  to  the  back  pari 
of  tho  nose,  in  front  of  and  above  tho  palate. 
There  is  no  lump  on  tho  tongue.  It  is  a  small 
ulcer,  away  back  on  tho  side  of  the  tongue.  It 
has  never  been  shown  to  its  whole  extent,  but 
it  is  a  small  ulcer,  irregular  in  shape  and  from 
a  quarter  to  a  half-ineh  in  diameter.  In  caso 
of  epitheliama  there  is  no  lump;  it  is  an  ulcer. 
'J'liere  is  a  discharge  from  tho  ulcerated  sur- 
face,coinposed  of  niucu.s,  broken-down  tipsiie 
and  some  little  matter ;  iu  other  w  ords  it  is  muco- 
pus.  This  exudes  from  an  ulcerated  surface 
that  includes  the  palai<,  the  back  part  of  tho 
throat  and  right  side  of  tho  tongue.  There  isa 
chance  fertile  general  improveniout  of  the 
patient  by  the  tempoary  arrest  of  tho  disea.se. 
The  atmosphere  of  mountains  or  the  West  would 
iu  fair  weather,  be  better  than  the  salt  air  of  the 
Bcabord.  In  a!l  concerous  cases  of  the  throat 
there  are  complications  of  iiritation  about  the 
throat,  which  should  bo  callod  accidents  of  the 
disease,  and  it  is  those  camplications  tliat  hava 
given  trouble,  rather  than  the  steady  progress  of 
the  disease.  In  this  caso  tho  complications  arc 
swelling  of  tho  throat,  increase  of  inllamniation, 
spasms,  hemorrhage  and  increased  flow  of  mu- 
cus. 

THE  TREATMENT. 

Six  drops  or  minims  of  morphia  are  given 
each  twenty-four  hours,  just  enough  to  control 
the  pain  and  induce  sleep.  Without  morphia, 
the  pain  would  at  times  be  unbearable;  The 
general  takes  for  food  one  to  two  tumblerfuls, 
of  a  mixture  of  beof  extract  and  egg  and  milk 
every  two  to  four  hours,  night  and  day.  He 
relisliod  a  little  clam  broth  yesterday  as  much 
as  ho  relishes  anything.

Over  his  lap  is  spread 
a  6ilk  and  satin  quilt  filled  witli  down,  while 
upon  his  head  ho  wears  a  silk  cap,  which  ho 
has  long  worn  to  protect  his  head  from  attacks 
of  neuralgia. 


The  Russian  Beply  to   British  Demands. 

The  reply  of  JL  do  Oicrs,  Russian  foreign 
minister,  to  Earl  Granville's  demand  for  an 
explanation  of  Gon.  Komaroff's  attack  upon 
the  Afghans  at  Kushk  river,  which  was  re- 
ceived at  the  foreign  office,  was  considered  in 
cabinet  counciL  Tho  reply  says  Gen.  Kom- 
aroff's dispatches,  copies  of  which  have 
been  forwarded  to  tho  British  government, 
sufficiently  explain  the  Penjdeh  incident,  and 
that  it  18, "therefore,  needless  to  supplement 
them.  M.  de  Giers,  iu  his  turn,  c.unplains 
strongly  of  what  ho  calls  the  excessive  num- 
ber of  Gen.  ."^ir  Potcr  Liinsdeu's  escort  He 
says  this  display  of  British  armed  force  on 
Afghan  territoiy,  together  with  the  military 
demonstration  at  Rawal-Pindi  and  Earl  Duff- 
erin's  defiant  language  encouraged  the  Af- 
ghans to  provoko  the  Russian  attack  by  leading 
them  to  liolieve  they  could  rely  upon  Bnitish 
support  M.  do  Giers  does  not  express  tho 
slightest  r^'gret  for  Gen.  Komaroflfs  action, 
anil  he  even  suggests  that  Gen.  Koma- 
roff  would  have  neglected  his  duly 
if  he  had  faile<l  to  attack  the  Afghans. 
Earl  Granville,  British  foreign  minister, 
stated  in  tho  house  of  lords  that  tho  govern- 
ment has  received  a  dispatch  from  Sir  Peter 
Lumsden,  the  contents  of  which  the  govern- 
ment was  not  prepared  to  mako  public  any 
further  than  to  state  that  it  contained  a  con- 
tradiction of  the  Penjdeh  hicident  as  given  by 
Gen.  Komaroff.  The  government  was.  Earl 
GranviUo  said,  expecting  further  telegrams 
from  Sir  Peter  Lumsden,  and  until  they  were 
received  tho  government  would  not  bo  pre- 
pared to  make  further  statements.  There  has 
i>een  a  continuous  exchange  of  dispatches  be- 
tween Earl  Gradville  and  De  Giers.  It  is  ap. 
parent  that  the  breach  is  widening.

Actions  of  Klnnesota  Xi«;tslattir«  On  the 
Sii14«et— Work  efthe  Oomuussloserat 
OoY.  Htibbard  appointed  W.  C.  Rice  of 
Zumbrota  commissioner  and  the  latter  select- 
ed H.  C.  Howard  of  Lake  Crystal— an  ardent 
champion  of  the  law  before  the  late  legislature 
—as  his  assistant  Mr.  Rice  is  secretary  of  the 
Minnesota  Butter  and  Cheese  association,  and 
assistant  secretary  of  tho  state  dairy  ex- 
hibit at  New  Orleans.  The  commissioner 
has  an  office  in  the  the  third  story  of  tho 
cdpitOL  The  commissioner,  Mr.  Rice,  will 
remain  at  Zumbrota;  the  assistant  commis- 
sioner, Mr.  Howard  ind  the  secretary  hav- 
uig  charge  of  the  office  at  the  capitoL  The 
commissioner  or  assistant  will  visit  every 
large  dairy  market  and  manufactory  in  the 
state  and  every  section  interested  in  dairy- 
ing, two  or  three  limes  a  year,  or  oftener  if 
necessary,  and  make  «  thorough  inveitigs- 
tion  of  butter  and  miik.  If  any  quantity  of 
either  appears  at  all  impure  or  adulterated  it 
will  be  seized  and  subjected  to' a  thorough 
chemical  analysis.  If  it  prove  in  any  par- 
ticular to  come  under  the  proscnption  of  the 
law,  the  manufacturer  or  dealer  will  be 
prosecuted  accordingly.  There  will,  of  course, 
be  no  regular  time  for  visiting  each  city,  as 
such  a  system  would  enable  prominent  dealers 
to  conceal  their  bogus  stock.  If  at  any  time 
complaint  of  adulterated  products  is  recleved, 
such  will  be  at  once  investjgateiL  Mr  How- 
ard is  now  inspecting  the  markets  of  Minneap- 
olis, and  will  spend  the  next  fort-night  in 
a  thorough  inspection  of  the  dual  cities. 
This  completed,  he  will  continue  the  wsrk 
throughout  tho  state.  The  commission- 
ers announce  their  intention  to  enforce 
the  law  to  the  letter.  Tlioy  delayed  commenc- 
ing operations  immediately  on  the  approval  of 
the  law,  so  as  to  work  no  Injustice  to  dealers 
having  a  large  supply  of  biitterine  on  Land 
Hereafter,  however,  their  inspection  and  pros- 
ecution will  be  rigorous.  Tho  moral  effect  of 
the  law  has  already  been  very  marked.  Mr. 
Howard  said  that  ho  had  Interrogated  several 
leading  dealers  in  St  Paul,  and  tho  invariable 
reply  was  that  their  sales  of  butter  had  in- 
creased at  least  :100  per  cent  since  the  law  went 
Into  effect  In  Mhiiieauolis,  Anthony  Kelly,  one 
of  the  largest  dealers,  had  recalled  all  the  biit- 
terine he  had  out,  and  refused  to  touch 
any  more.  Mr.  Howard  visited  a  number  of 
places  in  Minneapolis  and  found  that  the  but- 
terino,  exposed  for  sale  when  ho  had  visited 
there  soniL-timo  ago  had  all  disappearel  He 
visited  the  St  Paul  market  house  and  found 
no  butterinc.  So  far  is  ho  could  ascertain,  all 
dealers  in  this  state  are  disposed  to  obey  the 
dictates  of  the  law.  Ho  was  informed,  howev- 
er, that  Frirbanks,  Armour  A  Co.,  the  greatest 
butterine  and  oleomargarine  manufacturers  of 
Chicago,  intend  to  test  the  coBititutionality  of 
the  law  next  fall,  on  the  ground  that  their  but- 
terine is  a  wholesome  product  Mr.  Howard 
believes  it  will  bo  very  easy  for  the  commis- 
sion to  provo  the  stuff  deleterious  to  health, 
and  the  law  therefore  authorized. 

Dili  EST  or  THE  NEW  LAW. 

No  person  shall  offer  for  sale  any  unclean, 
impure,  unhealthy,  adulterati'd  or  unwhole- 
BOiiie  milk,  or  any  article  of  food  made  there- 
from. Pure  skiin  cheeao  made  from  milk 
ailultorated  only  by  skimming  i.s  excepted.  No 
person  shall  keep  cows  for  the  production  of 
milk  for  sale  in  a  crowded  or  uiihealthy  cim- 
dition;  nor  feed  them  unhealthy  food;  nor 
nianufacturo  any  article  of  food  from  nn- 
healthy  or  impure  milk.  No  person  nhall  soil 
^ir  bring  to  be  manufactured  to  any  butter  or 
'  cheese  manufactury  any  milk  diluted  with 
water  or  in  any  way  unclean  or  impure,  or 
milk  from  which  any  cream  has  boon  taken 
(except  as  above)  or  shall  keep  back  any  part 
of  the  milk  known  as  '•stiippings"  or  supply 
sour  milk  to  the  manufactories.  Manufactur- 
ers mu-t  keep  an  account  of  all  milk  daily 
received  and  of  thn  number  of  pounds  ami 
packages  of  biittur  and  cheese  made  daily  and 
disposed  of  daily,  ojieu  to  the  inspection  of  any 
person  delivering  milk  there.  No  person  shall 
manufacture  of  any  oleaginous  fubslance,  or 
of  any  compound  other  than  that  produced 
from  unadultorateil  milk  or  cream,  any  article 
designated  to  tako  tho  placo  of  butter  and 
cheese  jiroduced  from  pure  milk.  No  person 
shall  offer  for  sale  in  full  packages,  butter  Or 
cheese  with  a  false  brand  or  lab^-l  of  ccuiity  or 
state  where  it  is  made.  No  person  shall  aian- 
ufacture  or  sell  condensed  milk,  unless  put 
up  in  packages  distinctly  labeled,  and  niiless 
made  I  i<mi  fresh,  pure,  healthy  an  1  unadulter- 
ated milk,  unskimmed,  and  unless  tho  pro- 
portion of  milk  Holids  iu  the  condensed 
milk  bo  equal  to  12  per  cent  of  milk  solids  in 
crude  niilkj  anil  of  such  solids  2.5  \)et  cent 
must  be  tat.  Tho  law  further  provides  f  jr  a 
commissioner  and  n.ssistants,  who  shall  have 
access  to  all  factories,  farms,  etc.,  used  in  tho 
manufacture  and  sale  of  dairy  products,  and 
shall  have  power  to  open  any  "package,  can  or 
vessel  and  ins))cct  tho  contents.  District  and 
municipal  courts  are  given  tho  necessary  juris- 
diction over  ca^5e8  under  tho  act  .Milk  shown 
to  contain  more  than  MS  per  cent  of  water  and 
fluids,  or  less  than  12  ]>er  cent  of  milk  solids, 
of  which  not  l(;ss  than  <'i  per  cent  is  fat,  shall 
be  declared  adultratod;  and  milk  drawn  from 
cows  within  fifteen  days  before  and  flvo  days 
after  parturition,  or  from  animals  fed  on  un- 
healthy food,  shall  be  declared  unclean  and  im- 
pure. '  Tho  act  provides  for  various  fines  and 
imprisonments,  ranging  from  $25  to  $.500,  and 
from  fifteen  days  to  one  year.

Xinnesota  Iiaws  Interpreted . 

Tho  attorney  general  has  pro[)ared  several 
opinions  in  answer  to  inquiries  from  officials  in 
different  parts  of  the  state.  A.  M.  Sporry,  coun- 
ty superintendent  of  schools  forDodgo  county, 
e'nquires  whether  teachers  have  the  right  to 
dismiss  vicious  children  from  a  school  with- 
out waiting  for  tho  report  of  the  trustees,  as 
provided  by  the  code.  Tho  attorney  general  is 
of  tho  opinion  that  teachers  can  uudoubtodly 
dismiss  children  of  this  class  when  the 
disiplino  of  •the  school  requires  it,  but 
tho  case  sliould  at  ouce  be  reported 
to  the  tnistces.  He  cites  a  decision 
of  Judge  Ljon  in  tho  case  of  Tho  State  vs. 
Burton,  4.5"Wis.,  1.50,  l."i,  in  support  of  his 
opinion.  Another  county  superintendent  of 
schools  desires  to  know  if  no  can  hold  a 
commission  as  notary  public  and  still  retain  his 
position  of  superintendenl,  to  which  tho  attor- 
ney general  returns  a  brief  affirmative  answer. 
I'he  county  attorney  of  Wabasha  i-oiinty  writes 
that,  in  as  much  as  soctiou  .50  of  chapter  11, 
General  Statutos  of  lK7t<,  as  amended  by  the 
first  legislature,  provides  that  "if  delimiuent 
personal  j'roperty  tax  is  not  paid  on  demand,tho 
sheriff  shall  distrain  sufficient  goods  belonging 
to  the  delinqiient.etc,"  ho  would  like  to  have  tho 
attorney  general's  opinion  whether  a  demand 
is  necessary  before  tho  sheriff  can  resort  to  a 
distraint;  and  if  so,  what  ia  to  be  done  in  tho 
caso  of  persons  moving  from  one  county  to 
another,  or  to  another  state,  owing  ])cr«onal 
tax  or  having  pei"sonal  projierty  in  a  county  of 
which  thev  arc  not  residents.  In  answortho 
attorney  general  says  a  demand  is  absolutely 
necessary;  that  when  parties  have  left  a  coun- 
ty and  moved  to  another  part  of  the  state,  the 
case  is  provided  for  in  sections  (>j  and  IJ4  of  the 
statute,  and  that  in  caso  of  a  removal  of  a  par- 
ty owning  personal  property  to  another  state, 
there  ia  no  wav  at  present  to  collect 
the  tax.  Mr  Ilafin  is  also  askeil  to  give 
his  opinion  whether  under  section  17, 
chapter  120,  (Jeneral  Statutes,  of  1878, 
a  county  which  has  in  its  jail  priso- 
ners of  another  county,  can  charge  more  than 
S4  per  wcoK,  which  is  allowed  by  law  for  tboir 
board,  if  bedding,  medical  attendance,  etc.,  is 
furniatied  the  prisoners.  In  reply  the  attorney 
general  says  that.  By  section  19  it  is  made  tho 
duty  of  the  sheriff  to  furnish  everything  that 
would  seem  to  be  necessiry  to  tho  comfort  or 
physical  health  of  a  prisoner  (other  than  such 
as  it  is  Iris  duty  to  provide  in  return  for  the 
weekl.v  compensation  allowed  him)  at  the  ex- 
pense'of  the  county.  Under  this  section  he  is 
inclined  to  belioye'that  the  sheriff  would  )><,•  au- 
thorized to  provide  neces.sary  bedding,  cloth- 
ing and  fuel,  and  medical  aid.  for  prisoners 
from  another  i  O'.inty,  and  would  have  a  valid 
claim  thci'cror  against  the  coimty  from  which 
such  prisoners  are  received. 


Bow  General  Barrios  Was  Killed. 

Advices  have  been  received  at  Washington 
from  Guatemala  describuig  briefly  tho  scene 
of  Gen.  Barrios'  death.  Tho  contending 
armies  had  hardly  begun  to  battle  when  the 
Guatemalan  cominander  was  killeiL  He  was 
not  leading  tho  troops  on  the  battlefield,  but 
was  passing  leisurely  along  at  some  distance 
ill  tho  rear  of  the  troops,  when  an  onslaught 
was  suddenly  made  upon  him  by  a  band  of  the 
enemy.  Barrios  fell  mortally  wounded  by  a 
bullet,  and  died  in  a  few  moments.  A  despei-ate 
struggle  was  made  to  capture  his  body  from 
his  guard,  and  twenty  Guatemalan 
soldiers  were  killed  before  tho  enemy 
were  repulsed  and  tho  attempt  atian 
doned.  It  was  in  this  fight  that  Barrios'  son 
fell  It  is  the  common  belief  that  Barrios  was 
delibei-atcly  assassinated  by  tho  intrigues  of 
Zaldivar  a'nd  that  the  responsibility  for  the 
crime  rests  with  him.  Papers  were  also  re- 
ceived from  Guatemala  containing  a  proclama- 
tion by  Zaldivar  making  the  absurd  claim  that 
iie  had  the  promise  of  protection  from  Mexico 
and  the  Unite  J  States,  and  that  twenty  Ameri- 
can men-of-war  and  gunboats  wouM  he  sent  to 
his  defense  against  Barrios.  The  body  of 
Ramos  was  taken  to  Guatemala  and  buried 
with  impressive  ceremonies.  Tlie  people  were 
profoundly  moved  by  the  disaster,  and  showe.l 
great  sorrow  at  the  death  of  their  president, 
under  whose  leadership  they  looKea  for  bril- 
liant national  progress.

A  LIBlLOtT  Ut  SIS  SBAB. 


1  Colored  Btan  In  Washington  Whom  Z«w. 
yers  all  Over  the  Oenntry  Know. 

Opposite  the  winding  staircase  which 
iscfinds   to   the  rotunda,    and  directly 
seneath  the  supreme  court -room,  writes 
t  Washington     oorreapondent    to    the 
Sew  Yorfc  San,  is  the  finest  law  library 
in  this  country.    It  contains  63,000  yol- 
imes,  and  the  annuul  additions  amount 
lo  about  two  tliousand  volumes.  Though 
nominally   a  part   of  the  miscellaneous 
bbrary,    and  under   the  juristliction  of 
Mr.   Spoflford,    it    has    had    for   yoars 
its     librarian      and     separate     accom- 
aaodations.        Within        the       p«rta]^ 
jf  this  Ta.st  collection   the   profoundest 
lawyers  of  the  United   States   have    la- 
boriously   traced  legal  ininciplcs   and 
marshaled  arrays   of  authorities.     The 
rule  of  silence  is   without   breech.     In 
this  legal  reservoir  there  is   that  quiet 
which  rests  upon  the   waters*   in  whose 
iepths  genuine  tears  alone   are    found, 
The  legal  explorer  meets  with  but  oi  fe 
innoyaiice.     There  is   not  a   ga-s-jet  or 
lamp  within    the    room.     No    employe 
3are  even  carry   a    match.     After    the 
fire  in  1S51,  which  proved  so  disastrous, 
a  statute  was  enacted   prohibiting  the 
ase  of  combustibles  of  any  kind  within 
the  libraric.H.     And    thus,    when    dusk 
prevents   the   f \e  from  lontjer  (ollow- 
ing  the  studied    text,    the    doors    aro 
rloscd  and,  perhaps  in  the  middle  of  a 
sustained  argument  which    the  reader 
would  fain  piirsuo    to  conclusiou,  the 
volume  must  be  resigned. 

The  a.ssistant  law  librarian,  John 
Francis  Nicholas  Wilkinson,  is  a  col- 
jred  gentleman.  He  is  the  oldest  at- 
taclic  in  citlnr  library.  For  twenty- 
eight  year.s  he  has  l>een  the  fnmiliar 
iiurveyor  of  tho  la>v  books,  iitidiii  every 
leading  oHice  of  the  larger  cities  1  e 
?ould  find  a  lawyer  whom  he  knows. 
^fo  abbreyiations  of  tho  law  rt')K)rtci( 
stagger  him.  He  refers  ta  no  dictionary 
to  di.scover  the  meaning  of  the  initials 
or  condensed  names  used,  but  promjl  j 
?oes  to  the  jiropcr  alcove  and  unerrinf^- 
ty  brings  forth  the  desired  rojmrt, 
whether  it  be  one  of  a  musty  British 
series,  or  some  earlier  state  cullection 
of  opinions  ^vl^08o  editor  sought  to  em- 
blazon his  own  n«me  upon  it  rather 
than  emiiloy  tho  modern  otnivenienco 
of  consecutive  numbers.  It  is  this  per- 
fect familiarity  with  the  library  which 
impresses  Mr.  Wilkinson  upon  the 
risitor.  The  pages  of  the  suiiremo  court 
(ustices  aro  momentarily  coming  down 
with  requisitions  for  aittliorities  that 
may  range  from  the  ancient  IJreton  laws, 
Treni-h  causes  celobres,  or  rcjiorts  of 
the  court  de  cassation  to  the  whole  do- 
main of  American  decisions.  With  the 
precision  of  a  Swiss  bellringer,  Mr.  Wil- 
kinson draws  out  tho  rei|uirfd  works 
Ir  jm  the  shelves.  I'ut  wliat  is  more  ro- 
uarkable  as  a  feat  of  memorizing  is  the 
iccurHcy  of  his  recollection  of  cues. 
He  has  no  need  of  reccmrse  to  digests  to 
ocate  the  U  ading  cases  of  our  jurispm- 
lence.  The  library  has  grown  during 
.\Ir.  Wilkinson's  incumliency  from  ir>,- 
XK)  to  (J3,000  volumes,  but  ho  has  kopf 
uaco  with  it. 

For  six  generations  back  Mr. 
^'ilkinson's  ancestors  have  been 
ree.  Ho  has  African,  Indian  and 
ivhite  blood  in  his  veins.  In  1831, 
nhen  the  fear  of  a  slave  insur- 
rection terrorized  the  south  and  tho  free 
aegroes  were  driven  fivun  Virginia, 
Wilkinson's  father  became  a  n  sidunt  of 
Wa-sliirgton,  where  he  was  caterer  to 
the  leading  statesmen  who  messed  to- 
gether tiiere.  The  son  was  early  iilacetl 
in  a  brick-yard,  and  followed  brick- 
m;iking  until  he  was  29  years  old,  filling 
Ihe  winter  intervals  witli  catering  and 
[ilayiiig  ill  a  band.  In  1857  he  was  om- 
(iloyed  as  a  laborer  to  tissist  in  cleaning 
the  general  library.  Congress  made  an 
apjiropriation  for  an  additional  laboror, 
and  Wilkinson  got  the  permanent  job. 
Wilkinson  was  soon  detailed  to  the  law 
library,  and  there,  through  tho  grades 
of  laborer,  messenger  and  assistant 
librarian,  he  has  served  ever  since.  In 
18<;ii  Mr.  Lincoln  removed  John  S. 
Meelian,  the  law  librarian,  after  thirty- 
one  years*  service,  and  api>ointed  Dr. 
Stevenson  of  Tirre  Haut«s  in  his  place. 
Tho  now  appointee  discharged  every 
employe  except  tho  younger  Meehan.

I  have  not  had  a  sinsrle  case  of  goitrf 
in  lambs  for  many  3'ears.  I  do  not 
know  that  there  is  any  cure  for  it.  I 
am  inclined  to  think  it  is  tho  re.sult 
largely'  of  general  debility,  caused  in 
many  cases  by  keeping  the  sheep  in 
close,  damp  cellars  or  barns.  A 
French  book  on  sheep  says  it  is  caused 
by  the  "humidity  of  thehabitations." 
In  the  man.agement  of  sheep  there  i^ 
no  one  point  of  greater  importance 
than  fresh  air,  and  a  dr^'  place  to  lie 
down.  Too  much  damp  straw  under 
f<x)t  is  speciall}'  objectionable.  Sheep 
like  a  little  clean  straw  scattered  on 
the  shed  every  day.  Stir  up  the  soiled 
bedding  and  then  spread  evenlj-  hall 
an  inch  or  so  of  fresh  straw  on  top. 
Tho  sheep  will  lie  down  and  you  will 
sec  how  much  they  will  enjoy  it. 
Lambing  time,  if  everything  goes 
well,  is  of  special  interest  and  pleas- 
ure, but  if  things  go  wrong  the  shop- 
herd  will  need  all  his  patience  and  ex- 
perience. I  have  been  through  it  all, 
and  I  wish  I  could  drop  a  hint  that 
would  be  useful,  but  hardly  know  what 
to  say.  There  is  one  thing  to  be  espe- 
cially guarded  against,  and  that  is  im- 
patience. In  valuable  tlocks  of  sheep, 
of  course  the  owner  or  shepherd  will 
rarely  let  one,  two  or   ihn^o    hours  go 

[)ast  without  sreing  that  his  attendance 
s  not  required.  He  will  want  to  be 
on  hand,  but  as  a  rule  the  less  he  does, 
except  at  a  critical  moment,  the  bet- 
ter. Forethought,  due  preparation, 
constant  watchfulness,  and  a  masterly 
inactivity,  combined  with  intelligent 
promptness,  are  the  desirable  requi- 
sites. VV'o  frequently  "slop  '  our  ewes 
after  lambiu:r,  just  as  wo  <lo  cows. 
Bran  and  oat-meal  or  corn-meal,  or 
oil-cake  meal,  makes  an  excellent  slop, 
say  half  and  half,  giving  from  ono  to 
two  pounds  of  the  mixture  to  each 
sheep  per  day,  according  to  the  size  of 
the  owe.  Of  course,  if  you  have  plen- 
ty of  roots,  slops  are  not  needed,  but 
the  hard  oats,  or  corn,  or  oil-cake 
should  not  be  omitted.  Farmers 
should  raise  more  roots  for  their  live 
stock.  All  hoed  crops  aid  in  improv- 
ing the  condition  of  the  land. — Joseph 
Harris  tn  American  J yricullurist  for

.  Parasites  in  Domestic  Fowls. 

On  dissecting  a  fowl  which  had  died 
from  sickness,  Thomas  Taylor,  M.  D., 
of  the  department  of  agriculture, 
found  reddish  markings  on  tho  rib- 
muscles  and  the  lungs,  which  under 
the  microscope  were  seen  to  consist  of 
numerous  mites,  closely  resembling 
Cytoleiclius  sarcoptoides  (Megnin,)  a 
species  not  hitherto  reported  in  Amer- 
ica. When  tho  skin  was  removed  from 
another  fowl,  great  numbers  of  small, 
white,  opaque  specks  were  seen  in  the 
cellullar  tissue,  and  by  means  of  tho 
micro.scopo  mites  were  found,  of  the 
species  /.aminotioptes  gallinorum  (Meg- 
nin). The  opaque  specks  were  of  a 
calcareous  substance,  and  many  con- 
tained the  remains  of  one  or  more  of 
these  mites.  In  the  same  fowl  Dr. 
Taylor  found  thousands  of  enc3'sted 
nematoids.  resembling,  under  a  micro- 
scope of  low  power.  Trichina  spiralis, 
but  under  a  power  of  about  five  hun- 
dred diameters  they  seemed  to  be  of 
an  undescribed  species.  A  third  fowl 
also  contained  mites  of  the  species 
qallinomm.  Dr.  Taylor  deems  it  proba- 
ble that  a  considerable  amount  of  dis- 
ease prevailing  among  American  do- 
mestic fowls,  and  not  referable  to  any 
known  type  may  be  due  to  such  para- 
sites. He  suggested  that  carbolic  acid, 
or  other  disinfectants,  sprinkled  about 
henneries  might  prove  useful  as  an 
antidote  to  these,  and  to  external  para 
sites. — fopular  Science  Monthly.

Dr.  Bournet's  recent  work  on  crimt 
in  France  and  Italy  seems  to  show  that, 
ia  France,  crimes  against  the  person  are 
increasing  somewhat,  while  lliosr 
against  property  are  diminishing. 
In  Italy  "crimea  of  the  blood"  are 
three  times  more  nrmerous  than  iu 
France,  and  mnnler  is  six  times  more 
frequent.  Assa-ssinatioo  is  slightly  in- 
creasing in  France,  In  Italy  the  nnm 
ber  of  parricid-'s  is  alwill  double  tliat 
in  France.  In  both  countries  ther^  is  a 
notable  diminution  in  criminal  poision- 
ing.  Attempts  against  chastity  are 
much  less  frequent  in  Italy,  and  iu 
France  these  '•crimes  against  children 
augment  in  frightful  proportions."  la- 
fanticide  is  twicu  as  great  in  France. 


President  Barrios,  of  Guatemala, 
killed  in  b.ittle,  is  Oon  Barrillos,  a 
bosom  friend  of  Barrios.  Tl'c  ininistci 
at  Waslungton  of  Guatemala  says: 
"Barrillos  was  clectetl  the  first  of  our 
two  Vice  rrosidents.  He  is  regarded 
also  a^  t)ue  of  our  ablest  Generals.  He 
ha."  a  kind  and  magnetic  nature,  which 
attracts  the  affection  of  all  classes. 
His  tem))er  is  conservative.  He  is  not 
more  than  forty  years  old,  is  married, 
and  has  a  most  interesting  family.  In 
personal  appearance  he  is  tall  and  fine- 
ly formed,  neither  stout  nor  slender, 
and  very  erect.  He  wears  a  magnifi- 
cent flowing  black  l>eard.  His  features 
are  regular,  his  eyes  dark  and  his  whole 
appearance  at  oucc  striking  and  hand- 
some. " 


The  New  York  legislature  is  consider- 
ing a  bill  nstricting  the  height  of  dwell- 
ing houses  ill  New  York  city.  It  provides 
that  no  dwelling  house  hereafter  erected 
in  that  city  and  intended  for  the  use  ol 
more  than  one  family  shall  be  more  than 
70  feet  high  if  on  a  street  or  avenue  not 
more  than  60  feet  wide,  or  more  than 
80  feet  high  if  on  a  street  or  avenue  ex- 
ceeding 60  feet  in  width.  These  pro- 
visions are  more  lil>eral  than  those  that 
govern  the  erection  of  dwelling  houses 
in  European  cities.  In  Paris  the  height 
of  snch  houses  is  determined  by  the 
width  of  the  street.  On  streets  not 
more  than  25  feet  and  7  inches  wide  the 
dwellings  must  not  be  more  than  3^ 
feet  and  4  inches  high,  and  upon  the 
widest  streets  the  limit  is  65  feet  and  7 
incties.  In  London,  Vienna,  and  Ber- 
lin the  height  of  Iniildings  has  been  reg- 
ulated by  law  for  many  years.  Exjieri- 
ence  has  shown  that  such  laws  are  re- 
quired for  the  protection  of  the  health, 
property,  and  lives  of  citizens.  Fires 
above  a  line  75  feet  from  the  level  of 
the  street  are  beyond  the  control  of  the 
J^ew  York  Fire  Department,

,  Barclay  Johnson,  the  son  of  J,  Agnstus 
Johnson,  a  lawyer  of  ."i-  Wall  street,  Now  York, 
a  graduate  of  Harvard  colloge  and  of  tho  Col- 
umbia coUego  of  law,  shot  and  killed  his 
mother  aud  aistor  and  then  committed  suicide, 
at  hie  home  in  Greenwich.  Conn.  Johnson 
Was  supposed  to  havn  been  insane.  Htt 
^»ok  »  wa'k  with  hia  niotlier  and  sister 
m  tho  morning,  aud  returned  to  the 
housu,  complaining  of  a  severe  pain 
in  his  head  He  recovered  somewhat  after 
lunch,  however,  and  with  his  mother  and  sister, 
started  out  to  take  another  walk.  Miss  Johnson 
was  extremely  beautiful.  Shestarteduut  iu  tho 
best  of  spirits  and  seemed  determined  to  over- 
come, if  possible,  her  brother's  melancholy. 
Thev  disnppeared  down  the  road  laughing  and 
chatting.  A*  the  ri'cks  at  Indian  Harbor  poin< 
(hey  stopped  for  a  rest.  CTiarles  F.  Adams,  a 
young  farmer,  was  at  work  across  the  point  in 
Lis  garden.  Suddenly  he  heard  a  pistol  shot. 
He  liH>ked  across  the  inlet  and  saw  a  little  puff 
of  blue  smoke  rising  als>ve  tho  rocks.  Then 
he  saw  a  girlish  li;,'ure  scrambling  over  tho 
point  She  was  screaming.  A  ni<mient  later

Washington  Special:  The  resignation  of 
United  States  Treasurer  Wyman  is  the  most 
important  change  that  has  occurred  as  yet  out- 
side tho  president  aud  his  cabinet  The  state- 
ment that  Mr.  Wyman's  resignation  was  freely 
voluntary  seems  to  be  strictly  trno.  It  has  for 
sometime  been  known  to  a  few  that  he  wished 
to  retire  from  his  responsible  position  to  accept 
positions  in  connection  with  financinl  insti- 
tutions which  had  been  tenilered  him.  It  is 
known  that  neither  the  president  nor  socre- 
taiy  Manning  expected  or  desired  to  displace 
him.  Mr.  Wyman  was  in  March  last  elected 
vice  president  of  the  Omaha  National  bank,  and 
is  also  to  have  charge  of  an  important  trust 
company  recently  established  in  that  city. 

Conrad  W.  Jordan,  the  new  treasurer  ap- 
pointed, who  was  formerly  cashier  of  the 
Third  National  bank  of  New  York,  is  best 
known  in  Washington  by  reason  of  his 
examination  of  tho  treasuiy  bookkeeping 
methods  by  direction  of  the  secretary  and 
his  readjustment  of  the  monthly  death  state- 
ment Ho  is  a  man  of  fine  appearance,  tall 
aud  broad-shouldered,  with  gray  hair  and 
mustache  and  erect  military  bearing.

Secretary  Whitney  of  the  navy  department 
has  written  the  following  letter  to  Commoilore

Since  assnmming  the  duties  of  this  office  my 
attention  has  been  called  to  the  conduct  of  the 
foreman  of  the  Mare  Islan  1  navy  yard  in  elec- 
tions in  past  years,  particularly  in  l!*CJ.  After 
reading  the  testimony  in  the  contested  election 
case  of  Buck  vs.  DniUey,  taken  in  the  fall  of 
18S3,  there  is  no  doubt  i"u  my  mind  that  the 
vote  of  the  yard  was  practii-ally  coereedand  con- 
trolled by  the  foreman,  either  with  or  without 
orders.  Tho  men  w.rt?  obliged  to  take  their  bal  • 
lota  in  a  folded  form  fmin  a  table  presided  over 
by  one  or  more  of  the  foremen,  bold  the  bal- 
lot in  eight  while  walking  to  the  polls  one 
hundred  feet  distant,  between  men  stationed 
for  the  pur]>o.'<e  of  preventing  any  change  of 
ballots  on  their  parts,  and  the  ballot  deposited 
without  tho  voter  having  had  theopi'Ortunity  to 
see  or  know  its  contents,  or  t<>  exercise  any 
choice  for  whom  h"  should  cast  his  ballot.  I 
find  that  the  same  foremen  who  ctmducte  1 
this  proceeding  are   still  at  the  yard   in  tli^ 


variona  departments.  Great  complaint  ia  mad* 
to  me  of  similar  proceedings  in  other  year*, 
but  I  have  already  read  sufficient  of  tbi« 
aworn  testimony  to  aatisfy  me  that  tho  men 
who  were  engaged  in  that  proceeding;  as  fore- 
men, directin-,?  and  controrliog  it,  should  bo 
cleared  out  of  tho  yard  in  the  iutorest  of  d« 
cent  government,  and  if  any  similar  proceed- 
ing or  anything  like  it,  or  attempt  to  coerce 
the  vote  of  the  employes  of  the  yard  by 
foremen  or  superior  officers  should  take 
place  hereafter,  whether  in  tho  interest 
Of  tho  dominant  party  or  otherwise,  1 
will  apply  a  similar  remedy.  Appointmeiita 
In  placo  of  the  persons  dtschargtJu  will  W 
made  teniporarily  and  On  trial  tintil  efficient 
ilien  shall  have  been  obtained.  In  this  connoc  • 
tion  I  desire  to  say  that  the  bureau  officers 
here  complain  greatly  of  the  delavs  and  the 
extraordinary  expense  required  to  do  work  at 
the  Mare  Island  yard  I  ask  your  special  at- 
tention to  these  matters,  in  the  hope  that  yotl 
will  co-operate  with  me  in  an  effort  to  brin^ 
the  yard  to  greater  efficiency  and  eliminate 
these  objectionable  features  from  it

ghans to  provoke  the  Russian  attack  by  leading 
them  to  believe  they  could  rely  upon  Bnitish 
support  M.  de  Giers  does  n'ot  exjiress  tho 
aligntest  regret  for  Gen.  Komaroff's  action, 
and  ho  even  suggests  Wmt  «i>in.  Kolns- 
rtiff  Would  havo  neglected  his  duty 
if  he  had  faile<l  to  attick  the  Afghans. 
Earl  Granville,  British  foreign  minister, 
stated  in  the  house  of  lords  that  the  govern- 
ment has  received  a  (Uspatcli  from  Sir  Peter 
Lumsden,  the  contents  of  which  tho  govern- 
ment wf.s  not  prepared  to  make  public  any 
further  than  to  state  that  it  contaiiie<l  a  con. 
tradiction  of  the  Pptijdch  incident  aS  gireii  by 
Gen.  Komaroff.  Tne  government  was,  Earl 
Granville  said,  expecting  further  telegrams 
from  Sir  Peter  Lumsden,  and  until  they  were 
received  the  government  would  not  be  pro- 
pared  to  make  further  statements.

Barclay  Johnson's  Dreadful  Des  j. 

Coroner  Holt  of  Bridgeport,  Conn. ,  began  an 
inquest  on  the  victims  of  tho  murders  in  the 
Johnson  family.  Rev.  J.  G.  Johnson,  Congre- 
gational minister  of  Rutland,  Vt,  and  an  uncU 
of  Barclay  Johnson,  the  young  man  who  shot 
his  mother  aud  sister  anil  killed  himself,  testb 
fled  that  there  Was  no  hereditary  insanity  in  lh« 
family.  He  could  not  al*cotirtt  lor  insanity  Od 
ihe  part  r*f  his  rephew  except  by  cxcessivo 
pi&co  duties  w  hidi-cauaod  hirn  t  ■)  write  and  Wr^ 
at  night,  and  caused  a  strain  on  his  mind  "iln 
witness  produced  this  letter,  which  was  found 
in  the  oocketof  Barclay  Johnsi  matter  his  death: 

"•Circi'ii which.  Conn.,  April  ;;i.  ISJ-iV— If  J 
succeed  in  accomplishing  nrliat  I  think  must  Ik 
done,  a  word  or  two  of  explanation  will  prob- 
ably bo  received  with  interest.  I  think  I  ani 
sav'ing  my  nirotlier  and  sister  from  an  unhappj 
fate.  If  "there  is  a  just  and  glorious  God  these 
two  wll  go  to  the  happiness  which  they  do- 
serve.  If  there  is  no  God  then  they  will  simpl} 
find  their  rest." 

At  the  close  of  tho  letter  he  wrote:  "I  an 
conscious  of  the  enormity  of  what  I  have  donl 
and  intend  to  do,  but  at  the  same  timo  I  have  i 
auspicioii  that  I  have  become  insane.

A  Proclamation  by  Oot.  Pierce  Olatribut- 
od  Am«n7  the  Settlers. 

A  dispatch  from  Chamborlain  says:  Attor- 
ney General  Rice  is  distributing  copiss  of  the 
following  proclamation  among  tho  settlers  on 
the  Winnebago  and  Crow  Creok  reservations: 

The  president  has  deemed  it  necessary  to  re- 
voke the  executive  order  of  Fob.  27, 1  !**.',  open- 
ing the  above  reservations  to  settlement  This 
action  is  plainly  inspired  by  tho  single  purpose 
of  maintaining  what  is  rtigardedas  theplightod 
faith  of  the  governiiient  and  keeping  inviolate 
tho  sacred  terms  of  a  treaty. 

I  realize  the  hardships  to  sottlers  Involved 
in  this  order,  and  I  am  sure  the  preeident  is 
not  oblivious  to  or  lintnindfill  of  them  But  it 
has  been  issued  Under  what  seemed  to  thegoV- 
?nimcnt  a  necessity,  and  it  should  bo  quietly 
r.nd  beac,>abl)r  obeyed.  Conslderatioua  of 
good  citizenship,  snd  cotiaid^rations  of  aelf- 
intercst  favor  such  action. 

The  prcsiderit  and  congress  will  not  neglect 
to  sec  justict'drtne  to. those  who  have  gone  on 
the.«o  lands  under  coKIr  of  figh*,  and  Who  sac- 
rifice their  property  and  yield  what  flicy  bare 
gained  in  Order  to  obey  the  command  of  tho 
executive.  j 

I  earnestly  triist  thoreforo,  ttoth  for  the  sako 
ol  law  and  order,  and  for  the  sake  "f  tho  set- 
tlers themselves,  that  the  proclamatiou  uf  the 
president  will  bo  olsjyed  without  compelling  a 
resort  to  any  show  of"  force  whatever.  Nothing 
caa  ini  gained ;  much  can  be  lost  by  a  faUure  to 
voluntarily  comply  with  tho  order. 

1  suggest,  also,  "that  meaf  ures  «f  some  kind 
bo  taken  by  the  sottlers  to  preserve  proof  Ct 
their  resiiective  claims.  If  books  bo  opened 
in  oach  seettleinent,  and  a  record  be  made  of 
the  facta  iu  each  case,  describing  lands  set- 
tled upon,  buildings  erected  aud  expense  in- 
curred, it  may  prove  of  much  convenience  and 
po.-.sibly  faelluato  a  scttlemeut  of  claims, 
should  "the  government  consider  it  proper  to 
rec;'guizo  and  make  provisions  for  tiiom. 

'I'o  assist  ill  devising  some  method  by  which 
this  caa  lie  dono,  tho  attorney  general  of  the 
territory  will  visit  tho  reservations  and  will 
aid  the  settlers  in  any  manner  possible  by  his 
counsel  and  advice

The  .\ttoruey-General  was  questioned  and 
said:  I  would  not  placo  tho  number  of  claim- 
ants at  less  than  two  thousand,  probably  rep- 
resenting about  throe  to  a  fainilv  or  six  thous- 
and in  all  actual  settliT  >.  I  Iiav.'  found  no 
ovidonco  tliat  there  are  any  apeculators  figur- 
ing tvitli  the  lands  or  Siiuatfers.  I  have  not 
found  men  holding  claihis  that  lin^e  their 
homes  in  town,  as  is  common  whou  busme.-s 
men  go  out  aud  take  claims.  Men  who  have 
families  there  aro  actually  residing 
on  the  claims  with  them.  That  they 
have  endured  great  hardships  is  certain. 
They  uhow  all  tho  evidence  of  pioneers  and 
hard  work,  evidently  trying  to  get  a  home  of 
thoir  own.  Most  of  them  aro  breaking  and 
seeding.  This  portion  of  Dakota  is  settled 
thicker  than  most  new  countries  probably  from 
the  rea^ona  that  it  is  close  to  a  railroail  and 
towns,  aud  the  fact  that  treo  claims  cannot  be 
filed  and  there  is  no  way  to  get  rights  to  tho 
land  except  by  actual  settlement  Speculators 
have  been  offoctually  barred  out,  there  being 
no  way  of  filing  or  making  bogus  entries 
l^y  land  sharj)S.  There  seems  to  be  a  set- 
tli-r  Oil  ev.'i-y  quarter  section  of  desirable  land. 
1  passe.l  Ihro'igh  Mie  Ave  townships  occupied 
by  the  Indians,  and  still  left  to  tli''n!.  The 
land  lor  the  Indians  is  as  good  as  any  I  ha«o 
seen  in  Dakota.  There  only  about  1,100  In- 
dians, including  woman  aud  children,  and 
large  tracts  of  many  sections  together  are  un- 
occupied. They  con'.d  grazo  lo.ooo  head  of 
cattle  if  they  had  thein.  I  have  heard  of  no 
trouble  between  the  whites  and  the  Indians. 
I  have  no  proclamation  from  the  governor, 
but  I  havo  an  address  from  him  to 
the  settlers,  advising  them  to  peaceably 
obey  tho  onkr  of  the  president  and  advising 
them  to  form  local  organizations  for 
tho  purpose  of  making  records  of  their  iiu- 
provcuieiits  and  the  land  they  havo  located 
:;pcm,  with  the  object  of  preserving  evidence 
of  their  rights  f:iid  tho  damages  sustained 
Should  congress  iu  tho  future  gran*  thorn  re- 
lief of  any  kind,  it  can  be  used  I  do  not  find 
any  disjiosition  to  resist  the  authorities  b* 
force,  but  ail  honest  determina'ioii  to  uso  all 
legal  means  to  jiroteot  their  rights,  and  they 
are  bona  fido  settlers.  The  governor  feels  a 
ileeii  iuicrest  iu  the  matter  and  is  anxious  to 
render  tho  solllers  any  assistance  in  his  power.

After 
peace  was  restored  this  wav,  the  archbishop 
iiaving  great  influence  uvor  Itcil,  Gen.  Wolse- 
ley  came  on  the  field,  and  It  was  n.iisod 
through  tho  country  that  he  had  put  down  the 
rclxjllion.  Then  tlie  Canadian  government  re- 
fused to  keei)  the  promises  it  had  authorized 
Archl)ishop  Tacho  to  make.  He  was  unable 
to  make  tno  half- breeds  ami  Inilians  under- 
stand, and  to  this  day  his  influence  among 
4hem  has  been  weakene.l  by  the  bad  faith  of 
t!ie  Canadian  government  in  1>>70.  He  saiil 
ri-',Tetinlly,  this  time  who;i  ho  was  call- 
ed on  to  try  and  talk  the  half-breeds  out  of 
tho  detcnnination  to  fight,  'No,  no,  it  is  too 
late.  They  would  not  believe  me,  "I  think," 
added  Bishop  Brondel,  "that  the  Amfrican 
Indians  will  not  go  to  Riel.  A  year  ago  they 
might  have  done  so.  They  were  starving  thcii. 
Among  tho  Blackfect  there  was  hardly  a  tlos 
to  be  seen,  for  they  had  eaten  them.  Twn 
hundred  and  forty  souls  perished  of  hunger 
in  tho  winter  of  "l8S.!-i>4.  Sinco  then  a  good 
deal  has  been  done  for  those  Indians. 
Their  children  are  being  taken  iiito  tho 
white  man's  schools,  fed  and  clothed  and  taught 
This  the  adults  of  tho  tribo  like.  Tlicy  are 
bound  by  this  benevolence  to  koci)  the  lu-ace, 
and  they  seem  disposed  lo  follow  the  abundant 
advice  given  them  to  till  the  ground  and  be- 
come independent  of  the  white  men's  cruel  and 
fhuvhig  agents.  Tho  same  thing  is  true  of 
mojt  of  the  Indians  in  Montana:  none  of  them, 
I  think,  will  go  into  the  revolt.  Thero  is  only 
o::e  eml  of  the  mattar  for  RicL  It  may  im  de- 
layed, but  it  will  surely  como.  Ho  will  be  beat- 
en and  punished  "

age. Whether  the  crop  will  exceed  40<i,00tl,Ui0 
bushels  or  falls  short  of  it  depends  upon  the 
reliability  of  present  aj)pearances  and  on  fu- 
ture conditions  affecting  growth  and  ripening.

Winnipeg,  Spei^ial  TelPgrtia,  April  '23.— 
At  Baltloford,  yesterday,  five  mounte<I 
policemen  arrived  from  Fort  Pitt,  bearing 
intelligence  that  m  an  attack  by  the  Indians 
one  of  the  policemen  was  kUlod  and  one 
wonnded  All  the  other  occupants  of  the 
fort,  including  the  Hudson  Bay  factor,  Mc- 
Lean, and  family,  have  taken  refnge  In  a 
camp  of  friendly  Indians  near  the  poet  The 
police,  who  escaped  tipon  a  raft,  tell  the  story 
of  the  fight  and  give  details  of  the  position. 
For  two  Weeks  the  fort  was  snrronnded  by  In- 
dians, who  constantly  menaced  the  place,  and 
an  attack   was  constantly  eipected    The  In 
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dians  demanded  the  stirrcnder  of  the  fort,  bnt 
Inspector  T>ickens,  of  the  police,  resolutely  re- 
fuse<l    There  were  about  fifty  men  in  the  bar- 
racks, including  the  pohcc,   and  as  thtiv  wore 
w(ll  armed  thetr  could  ba*o  .*cpt  the  ImUans 
awar.  but  <  •b'-'f  Hig  Uear  sent  to  have  a  parley 
wi'.h  McLean,  the  chief  factor.     The  chief  told 
him  if  the   civilians  and  police  would  lay  down 
their  arms  and  surrender  he  would    protect 
them.     McLean  is  timid,  and  accepted  tlie  offer 
for    himself    and    the     civilians.     Inspector 
Dickens  even  after  the  civilians   had  left  him, 
refused  to  surrender;   and,  with  his   men,   he 
was  embarking  on  a  raft  for  Uattleford  when  a 
banil  of  a  hundred  Indians   under   Big    Bear 
attacked  him.

The  click  of  the  typo-writer  is  ono 
of  the  most  familiar  sounds  to  th«  ffe- 
auenters  of  down-towH  Offices.  Id 
oearly  every  large  office  one  or  more 
of  these  little  machines  can  be  found 
in  constant  use  and  they  are  still 
irowing  in  popularity. 

About  ten  years  ago  the  first  typo- 
writer  was  invented.     It  was  patented 
by  two  Detroit  men   who  sold  their 
rio-ht.s  to  the   machine,   but    drew  a 
royalty  on  it  for  some  years.    One  of 
these  men  was  a  printer  by  tradC)  and 
for  years  ho  had  been  expetinlenting 
witli  a   writing   machine   to  supplant 
the  pen.     Ue  first  invented  a  machine 
for    humbetirig.     automatically     the 
paces     of     books     su6h    as    ISdgefs. 
When  ihe   Uf  pe-wHtot  WafS   first  ^|loil 
I  the  market   it  was  a  crude  itidcHlne, 
!  very  difterent  from  what  it,  i?  tQ-day. 
\  The  foot  was  brought   into  operation 
1  in  it  to  pull  back   the  carriage  upon 
,  which    the   paper   was  rolled,   some- 
what like  a  sewinz   machine.     There 
I  were  various  other  clumsy  appliances 
I  connected   with   it,    and  the   machine 
i  wa.<«  regarded   by  the   public  more  as 
a  curiosity  than'a'j  a  practical  writing 
i  instruiuerit.

emigration  to  America  he  would  inflict 
great  injury  on  the  United  States,  and 
it  is  for  this  reason  that  he  endeavors  to 
open   new  channels   to    tho  unceasing 
stream  of  tho  German  emigration.     Be- 
sides the  German- Americans  exercise  a 
certain     political     influence    on    their 
countrymen   who  stick  to  their  native 
sriU.

Grant's  love  for  horses  is  a  matter  of 
history.     He  was  a  fine  horseback  ruler 
as  a  lioy  at  his  little  country   home  m 
Georgetown,  O.,  through  which  he  lov- 
ed to  ride  standing  in  his  bare  feet  on  a 
sheepskin  tied  to  the  back  of  his  torse.

He  then  selected  a  dapple  gray  Arabian 
steed,  and  the    Saltan    formally    pre- 
sented it  to  him.     The    Sultan    after- 
ward sent  it  to  him  at  Now  York,    add- 
ing to  his  present  another    Arabian    as 
black  as  jet  and  as  magnificent  in   form 
as  the  one  Grant  hatl  chosen.     The  two 
horses  arrived  in  New  York  in  the    lat- 
ter part  of    the    following    year,    and 
{(porting  men    admired   them    greatly. 
They  were  taken  to  a    blacksmith  8    to 
be  shod,  and  many  persons  came  to  seo 
them,  trying  to  buy  their  old   shoes  or 
even  the' nails    as    mementoes.

Henry  Gothman  of  Catver,  Went 
into  his  barn  for  the  purpose  of 
throwing  down  from  fhe  uper  story 
some  hay  for  horses,  and  when  a- 
bout  to  ascend  through  the  open- 
ing at  the  head  of  one  of  the  stalls, 
be  came  suddenly  in  contact  with 
a  person  hanging  to  an  upright 
post  of  the  stable,  being  thus  sus- 
pended by  a  blue  woolen  scarf  and 
was  apparently  dead  and  motion- 
less. He  immediately  hastened  to 
the  office  of  Dr.  Griftin,  who  with 
others  quickly  repaired  to  the  body 
and  hastily  cut  it  down.

The  evidence  before  the  jury  at 
the  inqest  disclosed  the  fact  that 
the  deceased  was  the  owner  of  ^^nlp 
laud  at  or  near  Olivia,  in  Renville 
County  Minn.  That  his  name  was 
Peter  Nystrom.  A  sealed  letter 
was  found  in  his  pocket  directed  to 
one  Barker  of  Olivia,  thanking  him 
for  past  favors  and  stated  that  he 
should  never  see  him  -Jgain.  In 
his  memorandum  book,  found  also 
upcn  his  person,  was  found  written 
in  pencil  a  request  that  the  sealed 
letter  be  sent  to  his  friend  Baker, 
The  deceased  was  about  35  years 
of  age,  was  destitute  of  money,  was 
evidently  addicted  to  strong  drink, 
was  fairly  dressed,  and  from  all  in- 
dications the  cause  ot  the  coinmiss- 
ion  of  the  act  was  despondancy  and 
the  lact  that  be  had  no  means  to 
reuch  hi.-»  home  at  Olivia. 

The  followiiig  Jury  officiated  at 
the  inquest,  A.  Knoblauch,  Jno. 
Funk  Jr.,  Peter  L^indqhl,  iN.  Ham- 
.uerlund,  John  Donlan  and  A.  P. 
Peterson.  They  returned  a  verdict 
of  deliberate  suicide,  imluced  on 
account  of  mental  despondency. 

The  corpse  was  buried  by  Ed, 
Goetz^  on  Thursday  at  County  ex- 
pense.
